CHILDREN suffering with learn¬ 
ing difficulties are being “let 
down” by Kent schools judging 
by the worrying proportion of 
expelled pupils who have spe¬ 
cial educational needs (SEN). 

Figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
reveal that of 168 secondary 
school youngsters who were 
permanently excluded in the 
county last year, more than 
half had been assessed as 
needing close attention due to 
learning problems such as 
autism and dyslexia. 

The situation is not much 
better at primary school level, 
with 13 of 3 5 expelled children 


in 2009-10 having statements 
of special educational need, 
meaning they require the most 
support of all such pupils. 

Government policy says that 
schools should avoid expelling 
statemented pupils “other than 
in the most exceptional circum¬ 
stances”, but critics argue the 
guidance is frequently ignored. 

Independent education ad¬ 
viser Peter Read, who provided 
KoS with the figures, said 
education chiefs should be 
doing more to ensure the most 
vulnerable children are al¬ 
lowed to stay in school. 

“Most of the schools I have 
dealings with make every effort 
to support pupils at risk of ex¬ 
clusion,” he said. 

“But there are some I come

across who clearly just want to get rid of a diffi¬ 
cult child. I find these numbers staggering and 
have no explanation for them, but I think Kent 
County Council ought to be intervening more. 

“The figures suggest some schools have not 
gone all the way to prevent exclusion and should 
be trying harder. KCC should be offering more 
support to schools to stop them getting to that 
stage, but instead vulnerable children are being 
let down again. ” 

According to the Lamb Inqury report of Au¬ 
gust last year, children with special educational 
needs are eight times more likely than their peers 
to be expelled from school, with about 70 per 
cent of permanent exclusions nationally affect¬ 
ing SEN pupils. 

Exceptional circumstances where expulsion is 
justified include serious violence, sexual abuse 
or assault, supply of an illegal drug, or the carry¬ 
ing of an offensive weapon. 

John Franklin, who runs the Fathers’ Club for 
parents of autistic children in Gravesham, said 
he was “horrified” to learn how many SEN chil¬ 
dren were being expelled from Kent schools. 

“It’s the beginning of a long chapter for them, 


because they still need an education,” he added. 

“Many parents then go through the rigmarole 
of organising home education when it’s much 
better for a child to stay at school. 

“Obviously everything should be done to keep 
children in education, but there’s a delicate 
balance between providing statutory require¬ 
ments for SEN pupils and ensuring the safety of 
other children and staff.” 

In contrast to the Kent expulsion figures, 
schools run under the remit of Medway Coun¬ 
cil did not expel a single statemented child in 
2009-10. 

A spokesman explained that was because of a 
range of strategies, including peer mentoring 
and buddy schemes. Many schools also have a 
full-time counsellor. 

KCC cabinet member for education Cllr Sarah 
Hohler said: “I have every confidence Kent’s 
headteachers are using exclusions appropriately 
and fairly. 

“Excluding a child or young person is a last 
resort and tends to be after other preventative 
options have been exhausted. We monitor trends 
for exclusions regularly and work with schools 
to offer any assistance that may be required.” 



# # A Freedom of Information request has 
revealed a number of alarming features in 
the pattern of permanent exclusions 
(expulsions) in Kent schools. 

The first two new-style academies created in Kent 
top the list of permanent exclusions between 
September and Easter, headed by Westlands School 
in Sittingbourne with 11. Next is Canterbury High 
School with nine permanent exclusions. 

Both these schools previously had outstanding 
Ofsted reports, so it is difficult to believe they have 
difficult disciplinary problems. 

Other schools with high numbers of permanent 
exclusions over this period are: Chaucer Technology 
School, Canterbury (nine); Hartsdown Technology 
College (converting to an academy - eight) and the 
Marlowe Academy both in Thanet (seven); and Astor 
College for the Arts in Dover (seven). 

The total over this period is rising alarmingly, 
already being almost the same as for the whole of 
2009-10. 

In general, an excluded child does not just go away, 
they are moved to another school to be given a fresh 
chance but, as this will usually be one of the few with 
vacancies in the area, it just heaps the problems on a 
possibly struggling school. 

Of particular concern is the number of children 
with statements of special education needs (SEN) 
who continue to be permanently excluded, in spite of 
government policy that "schools should avoid

permanently excluding pupils with statements, other 
than in the most exceptional circumstances". 

While I don't yet have figures for this year, in 2009- 
10 out of a total of 168 secondary exclusions 22 were 
of statemented children, a further 68 being of other 
children with SEN, together over half of the total. 

However, the most astonishing and alarming 
statistic in this whole survey is that out of 34 Kent 
primary school exclusions in the last school year, 13 
(nearly half) were of statemented children. 

So much for Kent. Meanwhile up in Medway there is 
a remarkably different picture with just three 
permanent exclusions from secondary schools in 
2009-10 (none statemented), and none from primary 
schools. For 2010-11 the figure is currently zero for 
both primary and secondary schools. 

This all begs many questions. Firstly, why are the 
pictures in Kent and Medway so very different? 

Medway may only have around one sixth of the 
children being educated in Kent, but this does not 
come close to explaining why some Kent schools 
resort to formal exclusion proceedings so often,

whereas Medway can avoid a dramatic, stressful and 
bureaucratic process so effectively. 

Medway schools have always co-operated well over 
what are called ‘managed moves' to a fresh school, 
although whether this will continue when all are 
independent academies remains to be seen. 

How can Kent primary schools exclude statemented 
children in such numbers, in direct contradiction to the 
government imperative that this should only happen in 
exceptional circumstances? Why does Kent but not 
Medway have so many exceptional circumstances? 

Once again KCC is seeing children who surely 
deserve the highest standard of care, at the bottom of 
the pile (see last week's Kent on Sunday). Another 
factor to add to KCC's Scrutiny Committee investiga¬ 
tion into primary school standards. 

What is special about Westlands and Canterbury 
High apart from the fact they are outstanding Ofsted 
schools, that they need to take this extreme action, 
effectively forcing these children to less popular and 
successful schools, whereas others, often in far more 
difficult situations, appear to be able to manage 
better? Are they showing the future for academies? 

What happens to the schools that become 'dump¬ 
ing grounds' for children excluded by other schools 
better able to cope with them? 

Above all, why does KCC not look at Medway's 
procedures to learn how to improve these 
dreadful figures?

Apprentice hopefuls do rubbish job

SOME tried to rebrand Margate, others turned 
their hand to photography at Bluewater. 

But despite dismal results in both tasks, which 
featured in previous series of hit BBC One show 
The Apprentice, it seemed the entrepreneurial 
hopefuls just couldn’t keep away from Kent. 

This week, Lord Alan Sugar’s latest group of 
wannabe business tycoons got down and dirty in 
a task involving waste disposal. 

And Bromley-based building contractor 
Inspire Creative Developments Ltd stepped in to 
offer much-needed advice to the candidates, 
who include an inventor, skincare expert, and a 
recruitment manager. 

Wednesday’s episode saw the hopefuls, who 
were tasked with setting up junk-collection 
businesses, pitch to the St Paul’s Cray firm, 
watched over by businesswoman Karren Brady. 

Owner of Inspire Creative Developments, 
Tommy McDermott, said it was obvious the 
candidates were not used to working in the 
building industry. 

“I suppose I could say they were a bit naive, 
but I don’t think they have worked in this type of 
business before,” he said. 

Mr McDermott, who was not involved in the 
filming process, said the firm, which offers serv¬ 
ices to the building industry, had been contacted 
last year by producers. 

“The idea was for a task involving collecting 
waste from building sites where they had to get 
rid of or sell it,” he said. 

“Our company had a site where we were about 
to start a refurbishment job and so it worked out 
well. They wanted to use it as a kind of stage 
more than anything. 

“The contracter boys worked with them - I 
wasn’t involved in that - who gave their feed¬ 
back to Karren Brady. 

“I think they’re all quite excited - they felt like 
Hollywood stars, although they’ve come back 
down to earth now.” 

Asked whether any of Lord Sugar’s candidates 
came up with viable business plans, Mr McDer¬ 
mott said: “I’ll leave that for viewers to decide I 
think. I wouldn’t like to say.”

Candidates sported fluorescent jackets, boots 
and gloves and divided their teams into two; half 
to pick up rubbish and search for resaleable 
items, and others to secure clearance contracts. 

The teams had to show Lord Sugar they could 
make money out of rubbish by turning old junk 
into profit. 

But the task ended with 37-year-old Edna 
Agbarha being fired after a narrow defeat of just 
£6 between the two teams. 

Last week, Canterbury-based candidate 
Vincent Disneur was booted off the show by Lord 
Sugar after finding himself back in the board- 
room for the fifth time in a row. 

The self-confessed perfectionist, who claimed 
his “very good looks” would help him stand out 
from the crowd, failed to impress the business 
tycoon during a task which saw him create a 
brand of dog food called Every Dog, which was 
panned by critics. 

But the 2 9-year-old was not the first Kent resi¬ 
dent to face the wrath of Lord Sugar. 

In 2009 Lorraine Tighe, from Beckenham, 
and Mona Lewis, from Sittingbourne, were fired 
in the dreaded boardroom. 

Last year’s series, however, saw Stella English, 
from Thamesmead, storm to victory and hired 
by Lord Sugar. 


TUITION FEES 


Students to pay almost £9,000 for 
place at creative arts university 


GOVERNMENT funding cuts 
have been blamed for the 
University for the Creative 
Arts’ decision to increase 
tuition fees to just under the 
£9,000 maximum. 

UCA, which has campuses 
in Canterbury, Maidstone and 
Rochester, says it must rely on 
the higher charges to cover a 
7.8 per cent reduction in the 
amount of money it receives 
from the public purse. 

Benjo Taylor is chairman of 
trustees at the university’s stu¬ 
dents’ union. 

He said: “This figure was 
not unexpected considering 
the reckless manner in which 
the Coalition has decided to 
attack funding on higher edu¬ 
cation institutions, particu¬ 
larly those specialising in the 
creative arts. 


“Nevertheless, we are disap¬ 
pointed the fees have had to 
be set at such a high level to 
maintain the existing quality 
of education. The Coalition is 
attacking education and it is 
unacceptable to risk the fate 
of both an incredibly lucrative 
UK industry and the future of 
thousands of young people.” 

From next year students on 
undergraduate courses at UCA 
will be charged £8,500 per 
year, but the money does not 
have to be paid until the indi¬ 
vidual concerned has complet¬ 
ed their degree and is earning 
more than £21,000. 

The University of Kent an¬ 
nounced last April that it plans 
to raise tuition fees to the maxi¬ 
mum £9,000.

**Care home closed 

SEA View Lodge care home in Herne Bay has 
been closed down by the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion over "concerns of neglect and abuse". 

Following concerns raised on Monday, CQC 
made an urgent application to Canterbury mag¬ 
istrates' court to cancel the registration of Sea 
View Lodge and the owners, Nelofa Sheikh and 
Shahid Sheikh, can no longer offer care services 
there.

LOCAL farmers are benefiting from an increase 
in demand for Kentish food caused by the Euro¬ 
pean E coli outbreak. 

Ashford-based food delivery company Foodari 
Direct says it has experienced a 30 per cent 
increase in business in the last week alone. 

Managing director Jonathan Parker said: "It 
appears the British consumers' trust in imported 
food has taken a real knock and they are looking 
for local food instead."

Electricity boost as prison 
turns a blind eye to blades 


Rock doc’s warning 
over gas drill plans

KENT’S entire water supply 
could become contaminated if 
plans to explore for gas lead to 
controversial ‘hydraulic frack¬ 
ing’, according to a leading 
geologist. 

Thanet-based Dr Alasdair 
Bruce said the risks involved 
with such activity could affect 
the whole county and also lead 
to threat of earthquakes. 

His warning followed a plan¬ 
ning application by Welsh com¬ 
pany Coastal Oil and Gas Ltd to 
drill an exploratory borehole in 
land at Woodnesborough, near 
Sandwich. 

Although director of the firm 
Gerwyn Williams stressed it 
was a simple test of the coal, 
experts and activists fear the 
activity will lead to hydraulic 
fracking if gas is found in shale 
rock at the site. 

The controversial extraction 
method was recently halted in 
Lancashire amid concerns it 
had caused two minor earth¬ 
quakes in the area. 

The process involves firing 
high-pressure liquid into rocks 
to force gas out, but it is believed 
it could activate fault lines. 

Folkestone has been hit by 
two earthquakes in recent years; 
one in 2007 measuring 4.3 on 
the Richter scale and a later one 
in 2009 measuring 2.8. 

Dr Bruce said the targeted 
rock in Woodnesborough sat 
below an aquifer and above 
fracture and fault lines.

Archbishop in

THE Archbishop of Canterbury 
has attacked the Coalition for 
"forcing through radical poli¬ 
cies for which no-one voted".

when I heard of these plans 
was of the possibility of water 
contamination. But it’s not just 
contamination of the aquifer 
above the rock - our supplies in 
this county are shared around. 

“This is a Kent-wide issue, 
not just something that would 
impact the immediate area of 
Deal and Sandwich.” 

Dr Bruce, who said the firm 
had chosen the “worst possible 
site” to carry out tests due to 
the small amount of clay in east 
Kent, added: “Fracking under¬ 
neath the rock could reactivate 
faults believed to be the cause of 
the Folkestone earthquakes.” 

The geologist, who runs en¬ 
vironmental consultancy firm 
Rock Doc Ltd, said although 
an exploratory borehole would 
not lead to a major incident, 
the fracking process could lead

Head and neck 
above the rest 

EAST Kent's new specialist 
head and neck service was 
officially opened on Friday. 

The service includes 
maxillofacial surgery for 
the treatment of head and 
neck cancer, oral and facial 
reconstruction, facial deform¬ 
ity and severe facial injuries, 
and specialist orthodontic and 
restorative dental services. 

A £5 million centre at the 
William Harvey Hospital, 
Ashford, contains its own 
procedure room, maxillofacial 
laboratory and 3-D imaging 
technology which is not avail¬ 
able at other Kent hospitals.

to a health and safety problem. 

And Kent Green Party spokes¬ 
man Steve Dawe said the party 
believed if gas was found in hard 
shale rock at the Dover site, the 
Welsh company could seek to 
remove it with fracking. 

He warned it could lead to 
earthquakes and contaminate 
water with methane and hy¬ 
drochloric acid. 

Fracking is banned in South 
Africa and a major investiga¬ 
tion was carried out in Ameri¬ 
ca following problems with the 
method. The French National 
Assembly’s lower house has 
also voted for a ban. 

But Mr Williams of Coastal 
Oil and Gas Ltd said the public 
were being misinformed due to 
the recent earthquakes in Lan¬ 
cashire. 

He said: “Shale is absent in 
Kent, the only type they have 
is lower limestone shale. We’re 
drilling an exploratory hole to 
test the coal. This must have 
happened thousands of times 
in Kent over the years. As far 
as everybody’s fears are con¬ 
cerned, we wouldn’t be able to 
do anything that isn’t safe.” 

Dover and Deal Tory MP, 
Charlie Elphicke, said: “This 
kind of mining can be done 
safely in a community which 
still has a lot of experts in 
mining.” 

A Kent County Council 
spokesman said the application 
is currently only for an explor¬ 
atory borehole to take samples 
for investigation.

SEA RESCUE 

Laser attack 
on helicopter 

A CHOPPER called to help 
a search operation had to be 
stood down when it was 
targeted by a laser pointer 
light late on Monday. 

Rescue crews were Looking 
for a person thought to have 
got into difficulty off the rocks 
at Copt Point in Folkestone. 

The RAF Sea King helicopter 
arrived to start searching using 
its infra red camera system 
in an attempt to identify heat 
sources, but it was targeted by 
the Laser pointer and had to be 
withdrawn from the operation. 

Despite the setback, Dover's 
volunteer RNLI lifeboat crew 
and the emergency towing 
vessel, Anglian Princess, 
continued the search but 
nothing was found. 


BLADES will be permitted in 
prison for the first time when 
two new wind turbines are 
built at HMP Standford Hill. 

The development at the cat¬ 
egory D men’s jail on the Isle 
of Sheppey is one of the first 
commercial-scale wind farms 
to be approved on public land, 
and is expected to generate 
enough electricity to power 
2,200 homes. 

As part of a renewable ener¬ 
gy scheme developed by Part¬ 
nerships for Renewables (PfR) 
and supported by the Ministry 
of Justice, the new turbines will 
each have a blade length of 
41m and stand 121m tall. 

PfR chief executive Stephen 
Ainger said: “Our newly-won 
consent at Standford Hill is 
great news as our first success¬ 
ful planning permission for a 
wind energy development. 

“It is also one of the first com¬ 
mercial-scale wind farm con¬ 
sents to be delivered on public 
sector land in England, and as 
such represents a major land¬ 
mark for both the MoJ and the 
public sector as a whole.”

Standford Hill is one of three 
prisons in the village of Eastch- 
urch, alongside the category B/ 
C Elmley and category B Swale- 
side, which comprise the Shep¬ 
pey prisons cluster. 

The wind turbines will gener¬ 
ate about 10 megawatt hours 
of electricity per year, or about 
88 per cent of the cluster’s an¬ 
nual electricity requirement. 

But the decision to approve 
the planning application has 
raised concerns about the im¬ 
pact on wildlife and the danger 


the structures might cause to 
aircraft attempting to land at a 
nearby airfield. 

Eastchurch resident Phil 
Haynes submitted a 3 5-page 
report to Swale council regard¬ 
ing the bird activity in the area, 
but says his objections were 
“totally ignored”. 

The Government is under 
pressure to embrace wind en¬ 
ergy to ensure the UK meets its 
renewables and emissions tar¬ 
gets, amid complaints the plan¬ 
ning requirements for wind 
farms are too obstructive. 

Last month the Danish firm 
Vestas announced it wants to 
open a wind turbine factory at 
Sheerness docks, but the deal is 
reliant on government support 
for the industry. 

Prime M ini ster David Cam¬ 
eron revealed during Prime 
Minister’s Questions on 
Wednesday that part of the Co¬ 
alition’s reform of the planning 
system was to speed up the 
process regarding wind farms.

KCC faces ‘huge’ cash burden if 
care home company collapses

CONCERNS have been raised about the impact 
the potential collapse of Southern Cross could 
have on Kent County Council’s finances. 

The troubled care home provider announced 
this week that it plans to cut 3,000 jobs from 
its workforce of 44,000 as part of desperate at¬ 
tempts to stave off bankruptcy. 

In a letter to KCC, Canterbury and Whitstable 
Tory MP Julian Brazier said the possible death 
of the firm - which runs 10 care homes in the 
county - could place a “huge burden” on the 
council’s adult social services budget. 

He wrote: “I am extremely concerned that 
Southern Cross care homes are on the verge of 
financial collapse, potentially leaving hundreds 
of elderly and vulnerable people facing a very 
uncertain future. 

“I am aware the company is currently trying 
to stave off collapse by restructuring its finances 
but, should the worst happen, this would obvi¬ 
ously place a huge burden on your (adult social 
services) department and budgets. 

“I would therefore be very grateful if you could 
let me know what contingency plans you are 
making and what will happen to the homes and 
their residents in the event that Southern Cross’ 
restructuring exercise is unsuccessful.”

Mr Brazier added afterwards: “I sincerely hope 
Southern Cross will manage to put its affairs in 
order so people in their homes will not face a dis¬ 
ruptive and upsetting change of circumstances. 

“I am seeking assurance, however, that the 
county council will be able to step into the breach 
should the company collapse entirely.” 


Southern Cross currently spends about 
£180 mill i on a year in rent payments for its 750 
homes across the UK, but last month it reported 
half-year losses of £31 lm and warned it was in 
a “critical financial condition”. 

KCC pays about £2m a year to fund the care of 
8 5 elderly people living in five of the homes: Elvy 
Court in Sittingbourne; Highfield in Canterbury; 
Kingsfield in Faversham; and Fairfield Manor 
and Woodlands, both in Broadstairs. 

Southern Cross’ five remaining Kent homes are 
Copper Beeches in Rochester; Frindsbury Hall in 
Strood; Adelaide in Bexleyheath; and Lauriston 
House and St Raphael’s, both in Bromley. 

Cllr Graham Gibbens, cabinet member for 
adult social care at KCC, said he understood how 
nervous and concerned residents may be regard¬ 
ing the firm’s financial plight. 

He added: “Staff within our adult social care 
team are working with Southern Cross and with 
all care providers to ensure services are being 
maintained to the highest quality. 

“It’s not just our 85 people. There are a fur¬ 
ther 100-plus people (in Kent) who are in South¬ 
ern Cross homes and we want to ensure, should 
Southern Cross go into administration, that we 
will work with the administrator. 

“We will work together with the NHS to en¬ 
sure the service continues and is maintained to 
a high standard.”

Lack of green spaces causing urban heatwave 



HOT TOPIC: The Loss of Lawns 
and greenery in gardens has 
heLped make towns warmer

URBAN areas are getting hot¬ 
ter in Kent due to an “erosion” 
of playing fields, gardens and 
other green spaces. 

According to a report by the 
Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS), temperatures 
in built-up areas are currently 
up to six degrees higher than 
in rural areas and will contin¬ 
ue to rise as a result of climate 
change. 

The organisation says 
more needs to be done to 
alleviate the problem, such 
as increasing the amount of 
green space in town centres 
and planting vegetation on 
roofs and walls. 

“While much of Kent is 
rural and there are relative¬ 
ly few large towns or cities, 
many of its residents work or 
live in urban environments,” 
said Paul Collins, chairman of 
the RICS Green Infrastructure 
working group. 

“By designing in open green 
space, neighbourhoods can be 
improved and it should help to 
decrease the urban tempera¬ 


ture increases that are likely in 
the future. 

“It is particularly important 
in Kent towns where green 
space is being eroded, as play¬ 
ing fields and gardens increas¬ 
ingly make way for roads and 
new developments.” 

Current climate change pre¬ 
dictions suggest that summer 
temperatures in the UK may 
rise by up to 3.5 degrees by 
2050, with urban areas par¬ 
ticularly susceptible. 

However, the RICS report says 
the impact of the ‘urban heat 
island effect’ could be reduced 
by as much as 2.5 degrees by 
planting more vegetation. 

It also promotes the increase 
of green space in preventing 
flooding, improving air quality, 
reducing noise and supporting 
biodiversity. 

The addition of vegetation 
and plant matter to a build¬ 
ing’s roof can also help moder¬ 
ate its internal climate, thereby 
reducing a business’ running 
costs. 

Kent Green Party spokes¬ 
man Steve Dawe said there 
was an enormous variation 
in the amount of green spaces

available across the county’s 
town centres. 

“Ashford has a significant 
green corridor around the 
river but others are very built 
up leaving very little green 
space, and Canterbury is an ex¬ 
ample of that,” he said. 


“Medway suffers from a lack 
of green space too, and get¬ 
ting rid of lots of trees to clear 
space for a new bus station in 
Chatham hasn’t helped. 

“But given the extreme re¬ 
ductions in council spending 
over the years, it’s difficult to 


see how they’re going to afford 
to create new green spaces. 

“The principle is right but 
the best thing we can do to 
tackle urban warming quickly 
and easily is to improve the en¬ 
ergy efficiency of buildings in 
built-up areas.”

WORLD WAR TWO 

Tunnels into the past relive 
the hell of Operation Dynamo

A NEW visitor attraction has opened 
in the tunnels under Dover Castle that 
recreates the drama of the World War 
Two evacuation of Dunkirk in the very 
rooms where it was masterminded. 

Using state-of-the-art image projec¬ 
tion, and original newsreel and footage, 
it shows how what Sir Winston Church¬ 
ill called a “miracle of deliverance” was 
achieved when 338,000 British and 
French troops were plucked from under 
the guns of the Nazis in 1940. 

As well as the Royal Navy, an ar¬ 
mada of volunteers sailed their trawl¬ 
ers, pleasure craft and paddle steamers 
across the Channel into the inferno of 
the French port. 

Operation Dynamo, as it was code- 
named, was overseen by Vice Admiral 
Sir Bertram Home Ramsay who had 
realised the strategic importance of the 
tunnels - parts of which date from the 
Napoleonic War - when he was part of 
the Dover Patrol in World War One. 

The new displays include moving 
images and sound which recreate the 
beaches under attack. Destroyers are 
seen moving into shore while the belea¬ 


guered soldiers fire at German aircraft 
as they scream overhead. 

One Messerschmitt 110 fighter 
bomber is seen to crash in flames while 
destroyers take hits from exploding 
bombs, and the famous Little Ships per¬ 
form their heroics. 

Dialogue from soldiers is broadcast 
amidst the sounds of warfare as the 


timeline unfolds with the action pro¬ 
jected onto the original tunnel walls. 

Other parts of the base are recreated 
with 1940s telephones, plotting maps, 
exchanges, and even cutlery, bringing 
authenticity. 

Sir Bertram established the base as 
the Allies were in full retreat just across 
the English Channel.

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The Admiral, who was later knighted 
but died in an aircraft crash at the end 
of the war, put his organisational skills 
to good use and established the rooms 
as the place to oversee operations in the 
Straits of Dover. 

And when the order came to evacu¬ 
ate the Allied troops on May 26, 1940, 
he said: “I am directing one of the most 
hazardous operations ever conceived 
and unless the good God is very kind 
there will be tragedies attached to it.” 

Richard Sheen, now 92, worked in 
the gunnery operations room at Dover. 

“We could see over the port and it was 
crammed with little ships and destroy¬ 
ers weaving about,” he said. “They had 
all come to aid in the evacuation. 

“The next day, as if by magic, they 
had all disappeared. They had been 
ready, ready to go to hell - which is ac¬ 
tually what they headed into.” 

Mr Sheen, who remembers chalk¬ 
ing his initials on a wall in the tunnels 
which had been decorated with sol¬ 


diers’ graffiti dating back to their first 
use in 1797, added: “This brings back 
so many memories - mind you there’s 
a lot more equipment here than there 
was back then. ” 

Admiral Ramsay’s son, Major Gen¬ 
eral Charles Ramsay, said: “It makes 
me very proud. It is wonderful the way 
these tunnels have been developed with 
such hi-tech displays. It really tells peo¬ 
ple what it was all about.” 

English Heritage curator Rowena 
Willard-Wright said: “We want to keep 
the legacy of Operation Dynamo alive 
for younger people. 

“The experience put visitors on the 
beaches themselves and we want to pay 
tribute to the heroism of those at Dun¬ 
kirk and those who planned and per¬ 
formed the rescue.”

‘Crazy’ consultation over 
waste dumps and quarries

A CONTROVERSIAL document list¬ 
ing almost 100 potential waste dumps 
and quarries in the county has been 
criticised for causing people to worry 
needlessly. 

Kent County Council is asking for the 
public’s views on the proposals to help 
form a 20-year development frame¬ 
work, but none of the locations includ¬ 
ed in the consultation paper have been 
vetted for suitability. 

The sites, which were all put forward 
by either businesses or landowners, will 
only be considered once the consulta¬ 
tion period ends on July 2 6. 

“Anyone could suggest something 
and it would have been put in the plan, ” 
said Philip Hobson, chairman of Shore- 
ham Parish Council in Sevenoaks. “I 
could have put my back garden in there 
if I’d wanted to because there was no 
pre-sifting. It’s crazy.” 

One of the 9 6 potential developments 
included in the consultation is for a min¬ 
eral extraction site just a few hundred 
yards from the centre of Shoreham. 

Cllr Hobson said it was unlikely the

proposal would ever see the light of 
day, but that villagers were understand¬ 
ably concerned. 

He added: “The people of Shoreham 
are going to be worried until a decision 
is made, even though it’s highly unlike¬ 
ly the plan will reach the next stage. 

“I’m confident it will be deemed un¬ 
suitable but there’s always a possibility 
it will get through. We’re going to have 
to spend a lot of time and money trying 


to knock back this proposal when we 
wouldn’t have had to if somebody had 
ruled this as a no-goer straight away.” 

Once the first consultation period has 
ended, KCC planning officers will sift the 
sites before putting the most suitable 
ones out for a second round. 

These documents will then be pre¬ 
sented at a public examination, with 
the Planning Inspectorate making rec¬ 
ommendations on the final framework. 

Cllr David Brazier, deputy cabinet 
member for environment, highways 
and waste, is heading up the team pre¬ 
paring the plans. 

He said: “We are giving the public 
the chance to vote and influence plans 
for the future. This is the Big Society in 
action. Waste and mineral operations 
can mean a welcome jobs boost for lo¬ 
cal communities. At the same time, 
residents can naturally be concerned 
about the impact these developments 
will have on their lives. 

“Operators have already told us 
where they want to work. Now it’s time 
for residents and businesses to have 
their say.”

NHS chiefs ignoring guidelines over IVF

KENT’S health trusts have 
been criticised in Parliament 
for offering less than the rec¬ 
ommended number of IVF cy¬ 
cles for infertile couples. 

The National Institute for 
Health and Clinical Excel¬ 


lence (NICE) says eligible 
couples should be offered up 
to three cycles of the lab-con¬ 
trolled conception technique, 
but a report reveals the guid¬ 
ance is being ignored by 73 
per cent of the UK’s primary 
care trusts. This includes all 
three in the county - West 
Kent, Medway, and Eastern 


and Coastal Kent - which only 
offer two cycles each. 

During Prime Minister’s Ques¬ 
tions on Wednesday, David 
Cameron urged PCTs to follow 
the NICE guidelines. 

Dartford Tory MP Gareth 
Johnson is chairman of the All- 
Party Parliamentary Group 
on Infertility, which published

the report. He said: “One in 
seven couples suffer from infer¬ 
tility problems and it is also the 
most common problem women 
ask about when they visit their 
GP, other than pregnancy. 

“It’s the creation of life for 
many people, and there are 
thousands of people alive who 
wouldn’t have been if it were 
not for IVF. The treatment was 
invented in Britain and so more 
than any other country we 
should be championing its use.” 

IVF (in vitro fertilisation) is a 
process by which egg cells are 
fertilised by sperm outside the 
body before being returned to 
the woman’s uterus. Accord¬ 
ing to NICE, couples should be 
offered up to three cycles of IVF 
where the female is aged 23-39 
for her to stand a good chance 
of falling pregnant. 

But according to father-of- 
two Mr Johnson, who has been 
through IVF treatment with his 
wife Wendy, a postcode lottery 
exists due to many NHS trusts 
offering less than the recom¬ 
mended number of cycles, and 
some none at all. 

A single cycle of IVF, in¬ 
cluding medicines and con-

sultations, can typically cost 
£4,000-18,000. 

Mr Johnson said: “We are 
calling on all PCTs to follow the 
NICE guidance because many 
are not offering what they 


should be. The three-cycle fig¬ 
ure was not plucked out of the 
air. It was based on scientific 
research that recognises there 
are finite resources but also 
wants to increase the chances 
of women falling pregnant. ” 

Late last year both NHS Med¬ 
way and NHS West Kent asked 
GPs to stop referring patients 
for IVF treatment - unless the 
female partner was approach¬ 
ing the age cut-off date - due to 
financial pressures. 

However, the winter ban has 
been lifted and both trusts now 
offer two cycles of treatment. 

Nicky Bentley, lead commis¬ 
sioner for assisted conception 
services for Kent and Medway, 
spoke on behalf of the coun¬ 
ty’s PCTs. He said: “We want 
to make sure as many eligible 
people as possible can receive 
fertility treatment. 

“As demand for health 
services continues to rise, in¬ 
evitably, we have to prioritise 
spending. As a result, it was de¬ 
cided we would offer two cycles 
of treatment so more people 
could have access to it, rather 
than fewer people having more 
IVF treatment.”

FIFTEEN councillors - including two newly- 
appointed mayors - were temporarily barred 
from sitting on their councils after bumbling 
expenses errors. 

The red-faced town and parish members were 
notified by Shepway District Council that they 
had either failed to submit expenses returns on 
time or had handed them in incomplete. 

The returns were related to expenses for the 
May 5 council elections. 

All 15 members, 13 of whom are Tories, were 
ruled ineligible to sit on their councils and tem¬ 
porarily barred from attending meetings until 
the blunders were rectified. 

A district council spokesman said the deadline 
for expenses submissions - which was initially 
June 3 - had been extended to Friday, June 10. 

He said: “It is electoral law that forms have to 
be submitted on time. It is not a responsive deci¬ 
sion made by our electoral service department. 

“It doesn’t bar them from being a councillor; 
it bars them from sitting until they submit their 
returns.” 

The 15 councillors involved - of which 13 
were Tories and two People’s First - sit on Folke¬ 
stone Town Council, Hythe Town Council, and 
Sandgate Parish Council.

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- were among those involved in the blunder. 

Cllr Wallace told KoS the matter had now been 
rectified. “It was more or less an administrative 
error,” she said. 

“Some of us hadn’t signed a piece of paper 
within the bundles of paperwork. It wasn’t that 
it was unclear, we probably read it wrong. 

“It’s just one of those silly things. We hadn’t 
broken the law and it’s been sorted out now.” 

She added: “As long as we signed the forms we 
were reinstated and able to attend meetings.” 

While some didn’t complete the returns, others 
failed to hand them in on time and were allowed to 
submit them by Friday. 

But while the members dismissed it as a 
trivial administrative error, Shepway’s Lib Dems 
berated the councillors for tripping up so soon 
after the elections. 

Spokesman Darren Briddock said “It’s 
amazing that so quickly after being entrusted 
with running their local councils, 13 Conserva¬ 
tives and both People First councillors in the 
district have failed to submit a simple set of forms 
on time and complete, let alone run a council. 

“I’m sure the Conservatives will bluster that 
this is a simple administrative error and easily cor¬ 
rected. It’s actually the failure to submit legally 
required forms completed correctly by a legally 
defined deadline. 

“If you can’t stick to the law and get paper¬ 
work in on time, you have no business trying to 
run a council.”

the youngsters he spoke to. 

“I wanted to encourage chil¬ 
dren’s and adults’ creativity 
by talking about picture books 
and drawing,” he said. 

“Everybody can draw or make 
up a story when they’re young, 
but as we get older we start to 
say ‘no, I can’t draw’ or ‘no, I 
can’t come up with an interest¬ 
ing story’. What happens to us? 
We should learn to cherish and 
encourage our creativity.” 

Born and raised in the vil¬ 
lage of Hipperholme, West 
Yorkshire, Mr Browne studied 
graphic design at Leeds College 
of Art before going on to illus¬ 
trate medical textbooks and 
then greetings cards. 

He eventually turned his at¬ 
tention to children’s books and 
in 2000 received the highest 
international honour for illus¬ 
tration - the Hans Christian 
Andersen Award - for his serv¬ 
ices to children’s literature. 

Mr Browne has written nearly 
40 books, including Gorilla, Lit¬ 
tle Beauty, Silly Billy, A Walk in

the Park, and Willy the Wimp. 

He said: “It’s important to 
encourage the enjoyment of 
reading because we get so 
much out of it. During my time 
as children’s laureate I particu¬ 
larly concentrated on picture 
books because I felt they were 
being marginalised. 

“Parents are encouraging 
their children to leave picture 
books behind earlier and ear¬ 
lier, because they want to help 
them with their learning. I 
think that’s a mistake, particu¬ 
larly for boys, because as soon 
as reading stops being enjoy¬ 
able, the interest goes.” 

Last month KoS revealed 
how a growing number of 


well-known authors - includ¬ 
ing eccentric Tunbridge Wells 
resident P h ilip Ardagh - had 
joined together to condemn 
cuts to school library services. 

Just 8 5 councils out of more 
than 150 with responsibility for 
schools run their own dedicated 
service, providing fresh stocks 
of books to schools alongside a 
range of other resources. 

Mr Browne said: “It’s a ter¬ 
rible shame. We should be 
encouraging libraries to 
become more interesting, pro¬ 
vide more resources and be 
more exciting places to be - not 
the other way around. ”

Elderly could be ‘left to languish’ by care cuts

SEVERE cuts to adult social care funding could 
be “catastrophic” for millions in later life. 

According to a report by Saga, the Folkestone- 
based organisation for over-5 Os, the shortfall in 
spending on care could be much worse than pre¬ 
viously thought, with the UK languishing near 
the bottom of the European league. 

The warning comes at a time when Kent Coun¬ 
ty Council is planning to close or rebuild a number 
of care homes for the elderly in an attempt to save 
about £2 million, while also increasing its charges 
for recipients of adult social care. 

Saga director-general Dr Ros Altmann said: 
“Decent care cannot be provided on the cheap 
but not enough money has been allocated. 

“The fact that people live longer has been with 
us for a long time, but successive governments 
have failed to prepare properly to address the in¬ 
evitable consequences. 

“Warnings of a pensions crisis were ignored 


but are finally being taken seriously with urgent 
reform. However, no such sense of urgency has 
been shown when it comes to care. 

“If we think the pensions crisis is a huge prob¬ 
lem, care could be a major catastrophe as more 
older people are left to languish with inadequate 
resources to look after their needs.” 

KCC lost £5 8m in government grants this year 
and must make savings of £9 5m as a result. 

About £3m will come from increased charg¬ 
es for people who access adult social services, 
including those with mental health problems 


who previously did not have to pay. 

Dr Altmann said it was not unreasonable to 
ask some people to pay more if they can afford 
to, and welcomed the fact people with moderate 
care needs in Kent will still receive funding. 

However, the Saga report shows some 275,000 
people in that category elsewhere in the UK have 
already had financial support cut completely. 

Dr Altmann said: “We should be ashamed of 
the lack of spending on care, which is leading 
to an undignified way of life for people grow¬ 
ing old. 


“We need new thinking and there is no time 
to dither. More older people means more 
demand for social care, but less funding and lo¬ 
cal authority cutbacks leave vulnerable voice¬ 
less victims at risk. 

“It’s a time bomb and we must defuse it.” 

■ Bexley will not be raising the level of need re¬ 
quired for residents to qualify for social care and 
support. Cllr David Hurt said: “We have been able 
to leave the level of need unchanged because of 
the massive effort we have made to increase ef¬ 
ficiency and make ‘back office’ savings.”

New man leads fight against major crime

SPENDING cuts and job losses could have a huge 
impact on people’s confidence in the police, warns 
the new head of Kent’s serious crime squad. 

The county force is currently battling to 
save £50 million over the next four years due 
to a 20 per cent cut in Home Office funding, 
which is expected to lead to a loss of around 500 
officers and 1,000 support staff. 


But speaking to KoS in his new role as head of 
the Kent and Essex Serious Crime Directorate, 
Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge indi¬ 
cated that his department should be spared the 
brunt of the reductions. 

“Nothing would impact on public confidence 
more than a very serious crime going undetec¬ 
ted,” he said. 

“People expect us to keep them safe, and that’s 
something we’re very strong at. I think the chief 
constables of Kent and Essex have been very clear 


about the scale of the financial challenge, and 
that jobs will have to go over the next four years. 

“But in times like these you look at what gives 
you the best value for money, and a collabora¬ 
tion (with Essex) offers us that. We in the Serious 
Crime Directorate have made the savings that 
have been asked of us and what we’ve got is 
what we will keep now in dealing with the upper 
end of criminality. ” 

The Serious Crime Directorate 
is one of the largest divisions in 
UK policing dedicated to tackling 
serious and organised crime, 
with more than 1,100 police 
officers and staff across six de¬ 
partments. These include major 
crimes such as murder and rape, 
serious and organised crime like 
drug trafficking, intelligence, 
forensics, and two departments 
involving covert support. 

Officers from the directorate 
were among the first on the 
scene following the shocking 
murders of Christine Chambers 
and her two-year-old daughter 
Shania in Braintree, Essex, on 
Monday. 

Mr Beautridge joined Kent Police in 19 79, and 
spent the majority of his career as a detective, 
overseeing a number of high-profile cases in¬ 
cluding the 1998 Kent Air Ambulance disaster. 

He was appointed head of the Serious Crime 
Directorate following the promotion of his 


predecessor Alan Pughsley to the rank of Deputy 
Chief Constable last March. 

Mr Beautridge said: “Every single county and 
community unfortunately has criminals within 
it, and Kent does have people who operate at the 
higher end of criminal ventures. I wouldn’t want 
to mislead anybody to the contrary. 

“The better criminals operate in the same way 
as successful businessmen in 
that they are bright and intelli¬ 
gent. But we have the capacity 
and the capability in terms of the 
experience and professionalism 
of our staff to get after these peo¬ 
ple and bring them to justice.” 

Meanwhile, Kent Police Fed¬ 
eration has run the last of four 
adverts in KoS aimed at raising 
awareness of the 20 per cent 
cuts to policing. 

But chairman Ian Pointon 
says the campaign will continue 
and is urging people to lobby 
their MPs in support of it. 

He added: “We have already 
lost a staggering 173 officers 
since last year. At a time when 
overseas aid, as important as that is, is set to rise 
by 42 per cent to £12 billion per annum, is it right 
the policing budget is being cut by 20 per cent? 

“In four years this country will be spending 
significantly more on overseas aid than it does 
on the safety of it own citizens. That cannot be 
right.”

AN AMBITIOUS project aimed at re¬ 
storing a series of wartime tunnels 
beneath Ramsgate is among six bat¬ 
tling it out for a slice of lottery cash. 

Later this month viewers of Me¬ 
ridian Tonight will vote for their 
three favourite finalists in the Jubi¬ 
lee People’s Millions competition, all 
of which will receive up to £60,000 
funding as part of the Queen’s Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee celebrations next year. 

The Ramsgate Tunnels Heritage 
Project, which will be featured on 
the ITV regional news programme 
on Monday, June 27, seeks to open 
a small section of the underground 
network which protected thousands 
of residents during World War Two. 

Town mayor Cllr David Green said: 
“We’ve reached the point where 
there are very few people left with 
direct memories of using the tunnels 
as air raid shelters, which is why we 
want to show the current generation 
what went on there during the war. 

“Ramsgate lost its museum when 


the town library burned down a few 
years ago, so this project would cre¬ 
ate something for teachers, tourists 
and other members of the public to 
enjoy. The response we’ve had for 
the idea has been fantastic so far.” 

The project competing against Ram¬ 
sgate Tunnels is the Respite Holidays 
That Are Magic scheme - organised by 
Medway Autism Group and Informa¬ 
tion Centre - which wants to purchase 
a holiday home at Allhallows-on-Sea 
on the Hoo Peninsula. 

The final night of voting on June 
29 will see the Community Park 
for North Deal project lock horns 
with Bradstow School’s Streetpitch 
scheme in Broadstairs. 

Bradstow’s inclusion develop¬ 
ment manager Lorraine Hiller said 
the school, which caters for autistic 
children, wants to build a five-a-side 
football pitch with an artificial high¬ 
way system surrounding it to teach 
pupils how to cross the road. 

“It will have level crossings, traffic 
lights and zebra crossings to teach 
our children road skills,” she said. 

“They can’t gain these skills any¬ 


where else because it’s too danger¬ 
ous for them to go out and practice 
on real roads, so this is another way 
of increasing their independence. 

“We think this is the only develop¬ 
ment of its kind in the world and it 
would mean a huge amount to the 
children and the school if we were to 
win the £58,000 we need. It would 
really benefit the community, too.” 

Sixty lottery grants worth a total of 
£3.6 million will be awarded across 
the UK through the scheme. 

In addition to the three in the 
Meridian region that will win up to 
£60,000 each, the best runner-up 
over the three nights will also receive 
the funding they requested. 

Fiona Dempsie of the Big Lottery 
Fund said: “We’re delighted to be 
able to help mark 60 years of the 
Queen’s reign and we look forward 
to seeing a hotly-contested competi¬ 
tion where the public will be able to 
choose which projects take home 
these special grants. Next year will 
be momentous for many reasons but 
£60,000 could make it even more 
amazing for 60 UK communities.”

Gove's school admissions 
code proposals under fire

GOVERNMENT education 
chiefs have been warned an 
“over-simplified” school admis¬ 
sions code risks creating even 
more confusion for parents. 

Proposed new rules on how 
places are allocated in state 
schools have been put out for 
consultation, but the guide has 
been criticised for lacking detail 
in several key areas. 

Concern has also been raised 
over plans to allow oversub¬ 
scribed schools to expand more 
easily, which opponents say 
could spell the demise of less 
popular neighbouring schools. 

Independent education ad¬ 
viser Peter Read said other pro¬ 
posed rules - including allowing 
primary schools to exceed their 
30-infants per class limit for 
twins and children from mili¬ 
tary families - have not been 
explained clearly enough to 
avoid confusion. 

“What if 20 Gurkha families 
move to Shorncliffe Barracks in 
Folkestone?” he said. 


“Will all of their children be 
allowed to attend the same pri¬ 
mary school? 

“That’s not been explained 
and there’s a lot of vagueness 
and ambiguity, as there is with 
other parts of the code. 

“It’s a consultation and one 
hopes these points will be taken 
up, but if they are all taken up 
then the code will go back to 
being as big as it was before.” 

Education Secretary Michael 
Gove said the old code, which 
was 130 pages long, was “bu¬ 
reaucratic and unfair”. 

Other proposals included in 
the new 50-page version in¬ 
clude the banning of area-wide 
lotteries for popular schools, 
and improvements in the way 
places are allocated to children 
who move area in the middle 
of an academic year. 

Cllr Gary Cooke - deputy 
cabinet member for education 
at Kent County Council - 
warned that simplification of 
the code may create additional 
conflict between schools and 
parents. 

He said: “Some schools may 


choose to set arrangements 
that parents may consider un¬ 
fair, and without a definitive 
rulebook the Department for 
Education (DfE) - and indeed 
local authorities - may find 
they are constantly brought 
into battles regarding what is 
fair or reasonable in regard to 
admissions arrangements.” 

The most controversial pro¬ 
posal in the new code involves 
allowing popular schools to 
expand without permission 
from local authorities or the 
education secretary. 

Although this could see an 
end to admissions pressure in 
places like west Kent, there are 
fears that underachieving or 
less popular schools could end 
up closing due to lack of financ¬ 
es. This is because funding is al¬ 
located based on pupil numbers. 

Cllr Cooke added: “As with 
any change in legislation and 
procedures, there will always be 
some winners and some losers.” 

The 12-week consultation 
started on May 27. Visit www.

EU bailout a burden too far 


Ukip Leader Nigel Farage says we should use public money for services 
at home - not abroad on EU funding for the likes of Portugal and Greece 


ACCORDING to county council 
figures, the Government’s aus¬ 
terity drive is forcing Kent to 
find £340 million savings from 
its £2.4 billion budget. 

This amounts to at least 
1,500 jobs lost out of 12,000 
council employees and almost 
10,000 public sector workers, 
all told. 

A report produced by the 
council in January shows the 
knock-on effect of the cuts be¬ 
yond the 1,500 directly em¬ 
ployed will be 37,910 across 
the county. 

Meanwhile the Government 
has so far committed £12.5bn, 
or £604 per man, woman and 
child, to the European Union 
bailouts. 

The Labour government left 
a legacy of financial failure. 

This Government talks about 
cuts but in fact is increasing 
public spending. 

The taxes raised do not cov¬ 
er the spending already com¬ 
mitted. 


Any household, any busi¬ 
ness, any department, in the 
situation we are in now would 
recognise that we cannot go on 
like this. 

According to the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Rich List, a study by 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance, there 
are 31 Kent County Council 
staff on six-figure salaries, one 
of the highest number for any 
council in England. 

There is fat to be cut in Kent. 
Taxpayers have been paying 
far too much for far too long. 

But when we see what is be¬ 
ing cut, it isn’t the big salary 
positions. 

In recent months we have 
learnt that school libraries are 
for the chop - a brilliant idea 
when educational standards 
are decreasing. 

Low-paid nurses in Kent 
are being forced to pay for 
parking at work; subsidised 
bus services for some of the 
more isolated villages could 
be axed, threatening isolation 


for our pensioners. 

Youth clubs are being hit, 
and the local Kent Police Fed¬ 
eration is considering action 
over proposed cuts of over 
500 officers. 

And these are just some of 
the issues that I have received 
in my mailbox. 

Of course, there is a mas¬ 
sive elephant in the room 
when we talk about the Gov¬ 
ernment’s partial austerity 
measures; an elephant that 
has an insatiable appetite - 
the EU bailouts. 

The bailout is there to fund 
the failures of EU policy: to pay 
for their financial failures. 

Don’t get me wrong; I am ap¬ 
palled by the legacy of waste at 
home, but the £12.5bn that 
has been committed by this 
country to spend on Portugal, 
Ireland and Greece, makes it 
impossible to balance the 
books. 

Anybody who is worried

chopped should be aware that 
the Government is planning a 
reduction in spending of

were kept open!

At no time have I, nor will I, 
blame those on the frontline. 

They were dealing with a 
massive rise in referrals and 
trying to cope with their own 
work and that of others - 
using a computer recording 
system that was not fit for 
purpose and sometimes 


working without adequate 
supervision. 

These people need backing 
not blaming. 

I will do all I can to support 
them as they carry out one of 
the most challenging jobs in 
public service.

Rural folk not 
in the picture 

I NOTED with some interest 
rural crime rated two column 
inches on Page 3 of the latest 
KoS. 

I say ‘interest’ because 
many years ago when we 
began to see the proliferation 
of cameras in major conurba¬ 
tions, many of us expressed 
the concern that this would 
inevitably lead to crime being 
dispersed to other areas where 
it was not regarded as viable 
to have such cameras placed, 
and this would be exacerbated 
by the reduction in policing of 
rural areas. 

However, we were told 
that this would not happen 
and were even criticised for 
‘scaremongering’. 

This ignored the number 
one priority of the criminal: 
‘don’t get caught’. They will 
do whatever is necessary to 
avoid detection, and if that 
means shifting their ground 
to areas where they are least 
likely to be detected, that’s 
exactly what they’ll do. 

It’s come to pass and yet all 
we get from the Government is 


that crime is going down. 

It may well be, but that is no 
consolation to the farmers 
who are having expensive 
equipment stolen, or the rural 
community where a regular 
police presence is all but 
non-existent, that experiences 
an ATM ram-raid on their 
local supermarket. 

Now the situation has 
become so bad that farmers 
are contemplating teaming 
up to employ private security 
firms to carry out mobile 
patrols. This is police work, yet 
police numbers are scheduled 
to be cut. 

All this lack of proper 
policing is going on while every 
weekend it can be guaranteed 
that there will be countless staff 
employed monitoring cameras 
in Maidstone, looking for 
aggressive binge drinkers 
and police carriers (each with 
probably at least eight coppers 
on board) will be parked in 
convenient side streets waiting 
for it all to ‘kick-off some¬ 
where in the town. Farmers 
and rural communities must 
feel so let down that they have 
to resort to employing private 
security to protect them. 

Government, both central 
and local, should resist this 


obsession with cameras. They 
have their purpose, but they 
can’t arrest anyone and they 
cannot be redeployed to other 
areas, so they are no substitute 
for ‘real policing’.

Three ways of looking 
at a taxing problem 


Q 


t IN 1984, my wife and I gave 
I my parents-in-law the money 
[to buy their council house. 

An agreement was written out that in 
the event of their deaths, the property 
would come to us, but we did not 
receive any rent. My mother-in-law 
passed away in 2000, and my father- 
in-law in 2003, so the property was 
then owned by my wife and myself. We 
rented it out, but are now considering 
selling. The tax office has said we will 
have to pay capital gains tax from the 
time the property was purchased, but 
a solicitor has told us tax is due only 
on any gain since the property came 
under our names, after my father-in- 
law died. 

A THERE are at least three ways of 
looking at this. The taxman is 
clearly taking the view that 
your parents-in-law were never the real 
owners of the property - they were just 
fronting for you and your wife. If so, he 
believes, tax is due on the rise in the 
value of the house since it was bought. 
On the other hand, the solicitor has 
presumably seen the 1984 agreement 
and decided that if it really did say that 
the property would pass to you only 
at some point in the future, then from 
1984 to 2003 it did belong to your 
parents-in-law. In this case any rise in 
value is covered by their exemption 
from gains tax as owner-occupiers. I 
have not seen the agreement, but I tend 
to agree with your solicitor. After all, 
what would have happened if you and 
your wife had died first? And could your 
parents-in-law have sold the house 
without your consent or would the 
wording of the agreement have allowed 
you to stop them? The answers to these 
two questions are important. They 
would show whether or not you had 
real, legal rights over the property - and 
if you did, then the taxman would have 
a stronger case. Now for the third 
option, which involves going back to 
the law as it was in 1984. Then, if 
someone provided a rent-free home for 
a dependent relative, the property 
escaped gains tax. The relative did not 
have to be financially dependent, just 
infirm, over 65 or even over 55 and 
unable to work. This exemption was 
scrapped in 1988, except for anyone 
already entitled to it. The chances are 
that the taxman does not even know 
about a law that was abolished 2 3 
years ago. So go back to your solicitor 
and get him to claim this exemption on 
your behalf. 

Q I HAVE some gold, including a 
lOOg ingot (about three-and-a- 
half ounces), but I have been 
given different quotes by dealers if I sell 
to them. What I really want is to know 
how much the person who would then 
buy the gold from the dealer would 
pay. Any ideas? 

A AS I write gold is trading on the 
international bullion markets at 
about $1,545 per ounce, but 
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MONEY CLINIC 


dealers can offer you whatever they 
wish, and they can sell your gold on at 
whatever price the buyer is willing to 
pay. There is no official price that 
everyone must use. The only way 
you can sidestep the dealers is to 
advertise the gold yourself and find 
your own buyer, or perhaps auction it 
on eBay. However, the gold market is 
pretty competitive. I suspect you will 
still find that professional dealers offer 
more than ordinary buyers, as long as 
you avoid the sharks who sometimes 
advertise for ‘unwanted’ gold and pay 
far less than the real value. 

I ON MARCH 5,1 was unfortu¬ 
nate enough to skid on some 
; diesel and the car turned upside 
down. The insurance company offered 
£7,100 and I accepted, but now my 
letters and emails are ignored. 
Telephone calls are always met with 
‘the cheque is in the post’, but of course 
it isn’t. How can I be sure I am still 
insured, and how do I stand if I 
reinsure with another firm? 

A YOU gave me the name of the 
company, but as there are 
several with very similar 
names I am not going to print it for fear 
of criticising the wrong one. So call 
the Financial Services Authority 
(0845 606 1234) and check that 
the insurer is still licensed. If so, and 
you still have an insurance certificate, 
you are still covered and have no need 
to pay for protection all over again 
with a different firm. Enlist the help of 
the Financial Ombudsman (0800 023 
4567) to get your £7,100. Supply a 
copy of the offer from the company 
and explain that you accepted, but 
heard nothing more. The ombudsman 
will then order the company to pay, 
and you may even get a bit extra for 
the delay and inconvenience.

years. Is there any way of claiming on 
this? 

A The Government’s Pension

It’s time to perk 
up your pension 



DON’T LEAVE IT TOO LATTE: The price of a cup of coffee a day is all that stands 
between many people and a better financial future when the time comes to retire

THE cost of a cup of coffee a day is 
all that stands between many work¬ 
ers’ savings habits and a comfortable 
retirement. 

The financial difficulties facing the 
retirees of the future have been laid 
bare in a report finding that half of peo¬ 
ple aged more than 30 are making 
insufficient provision for their futures. 

The annual UK Pensions Report, 
produced by Scottish Widows, also 
found that a fifth of people are failing 
to make any financial plans for their 
retirement at all. 

But an average extra contribution 
of just £58 a month could make 
all the difference for people who are 
currently on course to fall short with 
their pension saving. 

The report, based partly on 
the Scottish Widows Pensions 
Index, found that only 5 lpc of people 
were making sufficient retirement 
provisions. 

When those with final-salary 
schemes - of which almost all are 
now closed to new members - are 
excluded from the figures, the 
number of people making adequate 
financial plans falls to about 2 5pc. 

These findings came despite the 
fact that nearly three in four people 
say they are aware of the need to 
take personal responsibility for their 
own futures. 

The report is also partly based 
on the Scottish Widows Average 
Savings Ratio which tracks the per¬ 
centage of income being saved for 
retirement by workers not expecting 
to get their main retirement income 
from final salary pensions. 

The company reckons people 
should be saving about 12pc of their 
salaries, but the average person is 
putting aside only 9pc. 

“This year’s report clearly illus¬ 
trates the stark difficulty we face 
in helping people to recognise the ur¬ 
gent need to take personal responsi¬ 


bility for their futures,” said Ian Nai- 
smith, head of pensions market 
development for Scottish Widows. 

“We need a step-change to over¬ 
come this ingrained inertia and help 
people prepare for their retirement. ” 

According to the report, people 
hope to be receiving an average 
income of £24,300 by the time they 
turn 70. 

But even though the survey’s 
respondents claim to be able to save 
an additional £9 7 a month, they are 
failing to do so, meaning many peo¬ 
ple will fall short of their desired 
annual income during retirement. 

“Put simply, people need to save 


an extra £58 a month on average to 
prepare adequately for retirement 
and make up the shortfall we are 
seeing currently. 

“That is roughly the cost of a cup of 
coffee every day,” said Mr Naismith. 

“Even though, for many, this is 
realistic - and is in under the average 
£97.10 a month people say they can 
afford - we appreciate the difficulty 
in setting aside extra money. 

“It’s about breaking through that 
inertia. For some, the amount that 
needs to be saved will be higher but 
it’s about taking small steps, getting 
on to the savings ladder and, more 
importantly, staying on it. ” 


Two thirds of income is eaten up by debt 


ONE OF the country's leading debt 
charities has Lifted the Lid on the 
struggles of its clients, revealing that 
nearly two thirds of a typical client's 
income is taken for debt repayments. 

Based on a 37.5-hour week, 
working from 9am to 5pm, the 
Consumer Credit Counselling Service 
(CCCS) said the average person who 
approaches it for help needs to work 
until 4pm on Wednesday in order to 


earn enough to repay their unsecured 
debts. 

It is only then that they can start 
earning money for basic Living costs, 
including their mortgage. 

The CCCS said the average person 
who contacted the charity last year 
owed nearly £22,500 on credit cards, 
personal loans, overdrafts and other 
types of unsecured debt, with typical 
monthly repayment bills of £675. 


That represents 58pc of the average 
client's take-home earnings of £1,173 
a month. 

Delray Corinaldi, external affairs 
director at the CCCS said: "Our advice 
to anyone struggling to cope with 
their repayments is to seek free 
advice as early as possible."

Hot new deals on offer if 
you’re looking for a loan

THE personal loans market has been hotting up, 
with at least two new leading deals launched 
during the past few days. 

Barclays took the initiative when it announced 
a rate of 6.9pc to people who have current 
accounts with the bank and who want to borrow 
between £15,000 and £25,000. 

That product was the second-lowest on offer at 
the time, behind a deal from Sainsbury’s Finance. 

But Nationwide Building Society quickly 
eclipsed both Barclays and Sainsbury’s when it 
launched a rate of 6.7pc for loans between £7,500 
and £15,000. 

Like Barclays’ offering, the Nationwide deal is 
available only to the society’s current account cus¬ 
tomers. However, there is also a competitive rate 
of 6.8pc available to non-Nationwide customers. 


Michelle Slade, a market expert at Moneyfacts. 
co.uk, said the developments reflected a fall in 
the chances of customers defaulting on their 
borrowing. 

“When people’s financial commitments get too 
much the first thing they forgo is their unsecured 
borrowing such as personal loans. They prefer to 
maintain their secured commitments, such as 
mortgages,” she said. 

“As the financial crisis hit, the risk of customers 
defaulting on loans increased and this increased 
risk was passed on to customers through higher 
rates. Although lenders were still offering loans, 
they did not actively seek to lend and the personal 
loan market became stagnant. 

“However, since the start of the year competi¬ 
tion has returned to the personal loan market and 
rates on selected tiers have started to fall.” 

Miss Slade said there had been a growing trend 
for lenders to offer loans only to their existing 


customers because they were known entities and 
it was easier to predict how they would manage 
their debts. But she said customers should not 
assume that their existing banks or building socie¬ 
ties would offer the best deals. 

For example, although Barclays is a market-lead¬ 
er for loans of between £15,000-25,000, an exist¬ 
ing customer would typically be charged 19.9 pc for 
a Barclayloan of £7,500 - nearly three times the 
rate on offer to non-customers at Nationwide. 

Barclays customers borrowing £7,500 over five 
years at 19.9pc from their bank would repay a to¬ 
tal of £11,528. As non-customers at Nationwide, 
however, a rate of 6.8pc would involve repay¬ 
ments of only £8,825. 

“A lender may be the most competitive for one 
loan amount but may be less competitive on a dif¬ 
ferent tier,” said Miss Slade. 

“Consumers need to ensure they are comparing 
rates for the amounts they need to borrow.” 


Many wealthy people wish they had more financial discipline 


BEING very rich and having great 
financial discipline do not automati¬ 
cally go hand in hand, with many 
high net-worth people admitting 
they wished they had better self- 
control when it came to their money. 

A study of wealthy individuals has 
found that a third of those based in 
the UK would like to have more self- 


discipline - and this desire increases 
as people get richer, according to the 
report by Barclays Wealth. 

On a global basis, the need for 
increased financial discipline is likely 
to be felt most by those whose net- 
worth is £10 million or more. Nearly 
half of all people in this category 
said they wanted more self-control. 


Meanwhile, investors who use 
a strategy when it comes to 
investing rather than simply relying 
on their emotions can reap the 
rewards. 

The survey found that those who 
have a ‘high strategy usage' are 
typically wealthier than those who 
do not follow rules. 


Simon Smith, of Barclays Wealth, 
said: "As well as being prepared to 
take risks to pursue gains, there is a 
desire for more control, which 
presents an interesting challenge. 

“Clearly, more needs to be done to 
help clients understand their financial 
personality and the benefits of using 
financial self-control strategies."

The fact that the rate is guaranteed to be 
at least equal to 3.05pc until the end of 
March next year will no doubt add to its 
overall appeal. 


Savings: Post Office 

The one-year Online Bond Issue 4 pays 
3.35pc on maturity, with a monthly 
interest rate of 3.3pc. Investments 
between £500 and £2m can be made, 
but further additions are not permitted. 
Early access is allowed but on account 
closure only and is subject to a breakage 
fee. This online-only account is available 
to savers aged 18 and over. 

Why is it good? At 3.35pc, this online 
bond rate is among the market leaders in 
its field. The account offers flexibility to 
savers who wish to access funds early, 
although this will be subject to an interest 
penalty. 


Mortgages: 

Yorkshire Building Society 

Yorkshire Building Society has withdrawn 
and replaced some of its variable tracker 
rates including a new three-year tracker 
deal at 2.29pc (Bank of England base rate 
plus 1.79pc) to June 2014. 

The maximum loan-to-value is 75pc and 
customers can borrow a minimum of 
£25,001. A fee of £995 is payable. There is 
also the option to make overpayments, 
make underpayments and take payment 
holidays. 

Why is it good? This new deal has 
stormed to the top of the three-year 
tracker-rate market. Available to 
first-time, second-time and remortgage 
customers borrowing up to 75pc of a 
property's value, this product has a 
reasonably low fee and offers customers 
a host of flexible features, such as the 
option to make overpayments up to lOpc 
of the outstanding balance.

Slowdown in jobs market 
could impact on economy

THE UK labour market is at risk of coming to a 
standstill, a new report has suggested. 

The Recruitment And Employment Confeder¬ 
ation (REC) and KPMG Report On Jobs found 
permanent and temporary staff appointments 
both rose at the weakest rate in seven months. 

It is feared that the May data - provided by 
recruitment consultancies - is indicative of a 
stalling market, with employers unable or 
unwilling to invest in growth. 

REC chief executive Kevin Green said: “The 
latest data show a worrying deceleration in the 
UK jobs market. Although the number of place¬ 
ments has continued to increase, the rate of ex¬ 
pansion has hit a seven-month low. 

“Private-sector job creation has not hit the 
buffers, but it is clearly slowing, which heightens 
concerns over whether public-sector job losses 
can be absorbed. 

“There have been signs of increasing employer 
confidence in some sectors, but economic growth 
remains too fragile to spark the real step-change 
that our jobs market needs. 

“With consumer confidence at a low ebb, 
many individuals who would normally be look¬ 
ing to change jobs are staying put. 

“The feedback from recruitment professionals 
confirms a real paradox in the current jobs mar¬ 
ket, namely the ongoing challenge of finding 
suitable candidates in a number of sectors.

“With the Government’s much-discussed 
Work Programme formally getting under way 
this month, the question now is whether it will 
be able to deliver the training and guidance 
necessary to address the current disconnect be¬ 
tween employer needs and available candidates. 

“Looking ahead, the mismatch between va¬ 
cancies and skills available could hinder future 
growth.” 


KPMG partner and head of business services 
Bernard Brown said: “The latest figures are wor¬ 
rying - because they reveal a marked slow-down 
of the UK jobs market. We’ll need to see whether 
this is a trend or a blip. 

“Employers across all sectors are becoming 
more cautious about hiring new staff. 

“With businesses and consumers now being 
hit by higher taxes and fuel costs, public¬ 
spending cuts and a continuing squeeze on real 
incomes, this is perhaps no surprise. 

“The hope now is that growth in the UK will 
pick up later this year, led by a private-sector re¬ 
covery absorbing job losses in the public sector.” 

Peter Newey, managing director of the Farrer 
Barnes recruitment consultancy in Canterbury, 
said the Kent picture was rosier than the nation¬ 
al outlook. 

“Although I accept these conclusions as a re¬ 
flection of the overall market, countrywide we 
speak to a lot of influential decision-makers 
throughout the region and the message we are 
hearing time and again is generally a little more 
optimistic,” he said. 

“As a business we appear to be close to the 
start of the economic cycle and my instinct is 
that things are improving - albeit at a slow and 
steady rate. Having said that, I do believe that 
the economy is at a crucial stage - a point backed 
up by the current split within the monetary poli¬ 
cy committee - but given the last couple of years 
I believe that the recruitment industry will look 
back on 2011 with a degree of contentment.”

Stressed workers 
eye benefits perks 

MORE than half of all South East 
employees are more stressed than they 
were a year ago, a new study suggests. 

The research, by Sovereign 
Health Care, found that 53 per cent 
of respondents were feeling extra 
pressure, while a third said they had 
become ill from work-related stress. 

The recession was blamed for 
the increase - having led to greater 
workloads and increased pressure. 

Sovereign's chief executive Russ 
Piper said: “It appears that while 
pay has remained frozen, employee 
workloads have increased. This 
unrewarded extra work can Lead to low 
morale and employee discontent. 

"It would be prudent for businesses 
to recognise this and consider cost- 
effective ways to counter this and add 
value to their own workplace. One way 
of achieving this is through health- 
related employee benefits." 

Almost half of those questioned said 
they would change employer in return 
for a better benefits package - even if 
their salary remained the same.

AS far as clear career progressions go, 
the move from London design agency 
boss to one-man home-made pickle- 
producer is among the most obscure. 

But Toby Hotchkiss’s bold move, 
which has taken him from London to 
the Kent coast, seems to be paying off. 

The 43-year-old’s firm - Whitstable 
Pickle Company - has made its first 
sales, begun taking orders online and 
expanded its range. 

Hotchkiss said the career change 
came about as a result of his penchant 
for giving his home-made pickles and 
chutneys as Christmas presents. 

“I fell out of love with being a designer 
and decided it was time for a change, so 
I closed down my agency and starting 
thinking about alternatives,” he said. 

“I had never really thought about 
pickling as a business, but so many peo¬ 
ple were complimentary about what I 
made that I decided to give it a try.” 

Having settled on the Whitstable 
Pickle Company name, he designed his 
own label and started work on his first 
product, a fig-and-plum chutney. 

It was not long before his first order 
was secured. 

Hotchkiss said: “I was determined 
to use only fresh, high-quality prod¬ 
ucts and to source them locally where 
possible. I buy the majority of my fruit 
and vegetables from Mark at Granny 
Smiths, in Whitstable. 


“It was a great feeling when I made 
my first sale - 30 jars of the fig-and- 
plum chutney to the Cheese Box in 
Harbour Street. ” 

The pickier keeps his costs down 
by making all his produce at home in 
Victoria Street, but with the initial costs 
of stocks of vinegar, produce, jars and 
labels he needed the support of a bank 
to get the business established. 

He spoke to Barclays, which provided 
a business account and to his surprise 
also agreed a business loan. 

“Jayne Cooke at Barclays in Canter¬ 
bury was very helpful indeed,” he said. 

“She guided me through the proc¬ 


ess and, considering all the publicity 
around banks not lending, I was sur¬ 
prised to find they were willing to show 
confidence in me and my business.” 

The Barclays Business manager 
added: “Toby had an excellent business 
plan and although he has no direct ex¬ 
perience in the industry he has a niche 
product and a ready market and has 
personally backed the business by in¬ 
vesting his own money. 

“It has been a pleasure working with 
him and I am certainly a fan of his pick¬ 
les. We are very much open for business 
and looking to support entrepreneurs.”

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Ice cream making a cool profit 


The BIG Interview 

Business editor Simon 
Robinson talks to intrepid 
entrepreneur and mum- 
of-four Sally Newall, 
who is aiming to take her 
Simply Ice Cream brand to 
a national audience after success which has 
seen the company double its turnover year on 
year since it started in her kitchen in 2005

S IMPLY Ice Cream 
is, on the one 
hand, the very 
epitome of the cot¬ 
tage industry. For 
a start, it is literally 
a ‘cottage’ item - produced in 
one half of a large family home 
in the heart of rural Kent - and 
competes with the cold-hearted, 
dull steel machinery, industrial 
warehouse industry leaders by 
utilising its luxury, homemade, 
local-produce angle. 

But on the other hand, lab¬ 
elling the Bonnington firm in 
such a way does owner Sally 
Newall and her small team a 
disservice; for this is no small- 
scale, side-project operation. 

The company has doubled 
turnover every year since 2006 
and is now stocked in 240 out¬ 
lets across the region and a fur¬ 
ther 40 Waitrose branches. 

Mrs Newall also has plans 
to take the brand to a national 
audience as well as team up 
with online retailer Ocado. 

At her home-cum-ice-cream 
factory near Ashford, the 
mother-of-four explained how 
Simply came about and her 
attitude to growing it. 

She said: “I trained as a chef 
and moved to Australia to 
work for five years. My mother 
set up a catering business in 
1984 and when I came back 
her partner wanted to retire, so 
I took over. 

“Our clients began to ask 
where they could buy our ice 
cream and so we slowly started 
to formulate a business model 
and a route to market.” 

The first batch of Simply Ice 
Cream went on sale at Potten 
farm shop, Sellindge, in Octo¬ 
ber 2005. After this six-month 
trial period proved successful, 
the company moved into a 
further five farm shops the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

Simply picked up a Qual¬ 


ity Food Award in 2007 and 
gained huge exposure when 
TV chef James Martin featured 
its product on the morning 
cookery show Saturday Kitch¬ 
en, declaring it to be ‘the best- 
bought ice cream available’. 

Mrs Newall said: “We were 
still making the ice cream in 
my kitchen, producing between 
the hours of 9pm and lam after 
we’d put the kids to bed. 

“But at that point, interest 
in us began to stretch further, 
across the South East, up to 
London and beyond, and so we 
thought ‘Let’s go for it’. 

“In 2009 we went into an¬ 
other 70 outlets in the region 
as well as Waitrose - 15 outlets 
to begin with and an additional 
25 by Christmas that year.” 

The producer’s dual role 
as entrepreneur and mother 
seems to have moulded her 
business temperament. 

While she is clearly proud of 
her range of products and keen 
to take it to the next stage, 
maintaining the right family 
balance is of equal concern. 

“The fact I’ve got four 
children is one of the most 
important things to me - 
I’ve got to make sure they are 
happy first and foremost, so 


working from home enables 
me to be here for them, but 
I also need to be aware that 
I don’t jeopardise our home 
and future in any way. For 
that reason we’ve ensured the 
business is self-sustainable. 

“We started up quite slowly 
with the mantra ‘If we can’t 
afford to do it we don’t do it’, 
which has probably inhibited 
how fast we’ve grown, but I’d 
rather have consolidated and 
fulfilled orders before moving 
on to the next level. 

“To date it’s worked. We 
have not had any moments 
where we’ve thought ‘We can’t 
do this’. And because we’ve 
got a strong business without 
any loans we have not got any 
real risks.” 

Growth has been consistent. 
The business, with its kitchen 
moonlighting beginnings, has 
been transferred into a con¬ 
verted ice-cream factory in the 
family home. 

This investment was made 
after Mrs Newall’s painstaking 
trial and feedback procedure 
had given her confidence that 
she could compete with the 
big boys. 

“When we began to concen¬ 
trate on the business in 2008 
there were 1,200 ice-cream 
manufacturers in England 
alone, not counting those in 
Scotland and Wales. 

“The market is fiercely com¬ 
petitive, so when we decided to 
launch our ice cream proper 
we knew we had to keep it 
luxurious, as it had been at our 
catering parties. If we had di¬ 
luted our ingredients we would 
have been just like everyone 
else and gone against our 
original ethos of making hand¬ 
made ice cream from natural 
ingredients. 

“I think it was really impor¬ 
tant for us to keep with that 
idea. It would be very easy 
for us now to start making ice 
cream with emulsifiers, glu¬ 
cose, fructose or guar gum to 
make it more scoopable and 
easier to manage, but if we did 
that we would just be like eve¬ 
ryone else. We’ve stuck with 
what we started with. ” 


This cautious approach 
to the market has seemingly 
paid off for Simply, with brand 
awareness on the up and per¬ 
ceived brand value remaining 
high. 

Mrs Newall said: “We have 
built up a high level of consum¬ 
er loyalty. A lot of our custom¬ 
ers say once they had tried our 
ice cream nothing else matches 
it, which is lovely to hear. 

“When you start a business, 
and especially if you’re mak¬ 
ing something, it’s all well and 
good for friends and family to 
say it’s a great product, but it’s 
crucial to get feedback from 
people you don’t know. 

“The trial period was so im¬ 
portant because had we gone 
into a farm shop and it hadn’t 
worked we would not have 
pursued it - even if we felt the 
product was good. 

“If the consumers hadn’t 
bought it, there would have 
been no point in carrying on 
with it. It was only because the 
consumers’ feedback was good 
that we were spurred on.” 

Having tasted huge success 
with her ice-cream business, 
and apparently on the verge 


of even more, Mrs Newall’s 
only tinge of regret is that the 
company was not the family- 
bonder she had hoped it would 
be. 

“The catering business was 
taking up all of our weekends, 
what with weddings and func¬ 
tions of that nature,” she said. 

“As our children got a bit old¬ 
er they were saying ‘We never 
see you on weekends’ and so 


I thought if I sell ice cream 
during the week we can stop 
the catering business and get 
our weekends back. 

“Of course, this was incred¬ 
ibly naive, as we’re still do¬ 
ing the catering side and now 
we’re attending weekend food- 
trade shows across the region 
as well. 

“I’m probably working hard¬ 
er now than I’ve ever worked.”

Mixed opinions as 
inflation still rises 



THE pressure on the Bank of 
England is seemingly linked 
with inflation - high and rising. 

With inflation hitting 4.5 per 
cent last month - more than 
double the Government’s 2 per 
cent target - there has been 
an increasing amount of calls 
from the City and wider busi¬ 
ness community to bring it into 
line by raising interest rates. 

This strategy has gained ex¬ 
tra backing as the months have 
gone by, during which time 
inflation has rocketed. 

Members of the Bank’s nine- 
man Monetary Policy Commit¬ 
tee are also in favour of such a 
move but have so far been out¬ 
voted by their peers. 

So should the Bank hold firm 
with its record low interest 
rates, assuming that inflation 
will head towards the 2 per 
cent target in due course? Or 
is action needed now? Business 
Week asked Kent firms for their 
views... 

■ Priory Business Group direc¬ 
tor Bob Pitman said: “It only 
seems a short time ago that our 
substantial cash deposits were 
producing a healthy income in 
their own right. 

“Sadly, they are now earn¬ 
ing so little interest that any 
opportunity that presents itself 
to gain commercial advantage 
from them is taken. This is, of 
course, exactly what the coun¬ 
try needs - cash put into the 
economy, not stashed away. 

“Much of the prevailing 
inflationary pressures are be¬ 
yond our direct control. Energy 


prices will continue to rise ir¬ 
respective of local duties. I be¬ 
lieve the current tack needs to 
be maintained at least until the 
end of the year.” 

■ Bizezia managing director 
Martin Pollins said: “The base 
rate has been 0.5 per cent since 
March 2009. 

“The gap between base rate 
[0.5 per cent] and actual interest 
charged [average more than 12 
per cent] is now more than 11.5 
per cent or 23 times base rate. 

“If you go back to August 
2007 - the recognised start of 
the credit crunch - base rate 
was 5.75 per cent, but actual 
rates being charged were 8.6 
per cent - a gap of only 2.85 
per cent or about half of base 
rate. Today lenders want a 
profit margin of 11.5 per cent, 
whereas before the credit 
crunch they managed comfort¬ 
ably on 2.85 per cent. 

“How banks can use base 
rate as a weapon to pay so 


little on deposits while taking 
advantage of borrowers is be¬ 
yond comprehension.” 

■ Castle Corporate Finance 
director Mike Norrie said: “In¬ 
flation is fed by higher com¬ 
modity prices - imports, not 
consumer demand. Increased 
interest rates should boost ster¬ 
ling and make imports cheaper 
- lower inflation. 

“The cost of an interest rate 
rise is relative. Banks have 
been increasing their margins 
on loans. A commercial debt 
fixed at 5.5 per cent above base 
will actually give an 8 per cent 
increase where base rate is in¬ 
creased to 1 per cent. 

“For many UK businesses, 
reductions in costs and infla¬ 
tion would make the increase 
in debt costs worthwhile. 

“Businesses and consumers 
have spent three years reduc¬ 
ing debt - the focus now is on 
building economic stability. So, 
reluctantly, a small increase.” 


Invest in a more successful future 


A SERIES of leadership and management 
training courses is being offered to business 
bosses across the county. 

The interactive and practical sessions will 
focus on improving financial performance, staff 
management and innovation. 

John Telfer, managing 
director of IBP, right, which 
is running the events, said: 

"These courses will be as 
flexible as possible in terms of 
content, enabling attendees to 
present real-life problems to 
the course leaders." 

The workshops will all be held at the event 
centre at the County Showground, Detling. 

All of the courses can be accessed with 
the help of Government funding through the 
leadership and management skills training 
grant, which can provide up to £1,000 in match¬ 
funding. 

Mr Telfer urged businesses to sign up. 

"Unfortunately, people tend to cut training 
budgets in this kind of economic climate, but it is 
important to invest in your staff to ensure future 
success," he said. “With funding available, it 
makes sense to find new, cost-effective ways of

ONLINE expert myTsafe is urging 
companies to take email security 
seriously. 

The Faversham firm wants busi¬ 
nesses to guard their online actions 
as tightly as they would their bank 
account or passport details. 

The message comes after a rise in 
cyber-crime, with crimes relating 
to email and web-based security 
now estimated to cost UK business 
more than £2 7 million per year. 

And with more and more busi¬ 
nesses choosing to send sensitive 
information via email, myTsafe set 
to work on finding a cost-effective 
way to make it secure. 

The firm’s myTsafe system, de¬ 
veloped over a five-year period, 
provides users with secure online 
storage for their documents and a 
range of additional safety features. 

Managing director Gulliver Im- 
mink said there was a real need for 
the product, which operates out 
of The Bunker, a military-grade 
nuclear bunker and secure data- 
site near Sandwich. 

“Mobile phones, laptops and 
memory sticks carry huge amounts 
of information - email is every¬ 
where,” he said. 

“But people lose things, inform¬ 
ation goes walkabout, email is not 


secure at all, and the consequenc¬ 
es of information getting into the 
wrong hands can be dire. 

“We more and more frequently 
read of Government departments, 
the police, MOD and many others 
losing vital information because 
disks, laptops or memory sticks are 
‘lost in the post’ or just go missing. 


“We don’t hear very often about 
the ordinary person, though, or 
even smaller businesses who have 
exactly the same problems, but they 
are being increasingly affected on a 
daily basis and it is costing thou¬ 
sands in lost revenues and costs.”

Be friendly and 
make the most 
of the networks 

WITH an estimated 865 million users on social 
media sites, it’s more impor¬ 
tant than ever for businesses 
to work with these free tools 
to engage such a large po¬ 
tential audience. 

Laura Jones, of MCM Net 
(www.mcmnet.co.uk), has 
some simple tips that can 
help you grow your social 
presence, increase brand 
awareness and get your 
company talked about. 

1. It’s a two-way conversation 

Avoid pitfalls such as sending out self-promoting 
messages and instead provide content to engage 
your audience. Ask questions, retweet on Twit¬ 
ter and comment on topics in your industry. 
Opt for communication with your target mar¬ 
ket rather than hard-selling if you want to keep 
‘followers’ and ‘likes’ on the increase. 

2. Company pages 

Set up a company profile on Facebook and Linked- 
In. There are sections to enter the services you 
offer, to upload images and to get others to rec¬ 
ommend your work. It’s free, easy and often ap¬ 
pears on a Google search. Even if you just put up 
a team photo, it’s worth the effort. 

3. Get interactive 

Major corporations such as Starbucks in¬ 
corporate videos, blog posts and photos. 
Their success is not down to luck. Offer a 
visually exciting space, and users are more 
likely to feedback to you. 

4. Provide value 

If it’s feasible, offer a prize or proposition for 
your audience. Examples include a free web¬ 
site appraisal for the 100th follower or a free 
goodie bag for the first ‘like’ on Facebook. Offer¬ 
ing something different to your competitors will 
get you heard. 

5. Different strokes 

It’s important to remember that each social 
network is different. For example, Linkedln is 
mainly a network for business relationships, 
while Twitter is generally more informal. Try to 
tailor your posts to suit the arena you are placing 
it in - and you’ll probably get a better response. 

6. Stay aware 

Of course, there are hundreds of social networks, 
and the ones mentioned only scratch the sur¬ 
face of the industry. It’s worth looking into a few 
lesser-known networks such as Diggit and Red- 
dit, too, if you’re keen to get mentioned more in 
online searches. 



Are you prepared for a technological disaster? 


IN these hi-tech times it takes 
significantly less than a full-blown 
act of God to bring a business's 
productivity to a complete halt. 

A once-seemingly trivial internet 
connection problem or computer 
system error is now as potentially 
damaging to a company's ability to 
work as a full-blown fire or flood. 

Which is why Sota Solutions is 
urging SMEs across the county to 
consider their business-continuity 
contingency plans. 

The firm has recently opened a 
100-seat back-up office at its Kent 
Science Park base. 

The disaster recovery (DR) facility 

- also known as workplace recovery 

- is available to businesses on 


packages as small as just five seats 
and enables customers to continue 
their working operations should the 
need arise. 

Sota Solutions managing director 
Paul Cowham said this service was 
not available to SMEs anywhere else 
across Kent. 

"It's completely unique," he said. 
"There is very limited commercial 
workplace recovery in the region full 
stop. So the fact we're opening that 
up to the lower end of the market 
-that's unique. 

"SMEs have not been offered 
workplace recovery in the past at all, 
whereas the high end of the market is 
well established. 

"Small businesses have been 


focusing on getting their IT 
operational and have not necessarily 
thought about how reliant they have 
become on it and what they would do 
if for some reason they no longer had 
access to their computers and data. 

"It's an educational process for us 
now to make businesses aware of the 
risks they are taking and what they 
can do to avoid those risks." 

The DR facility is housed in the 
same building as Sota's third on-site 
data centre, fitted out last year at a 
cost of £1.5 million. 

Businesses can store their back-up 
information in the hi-spec facility, 
an offer that Mr Cowham says goes 
hand-in-hand with DR services. 

"It's a naturally-connected 


concept," he said. “If a client is looking 
to locate its back-up infrastructure 
in data centre, they are going to 
be interested in the concept of 
workplace recovery as well - and vice 
versa. 

“Being in the same location, there 
are obvious benefits, particularly with 
reference to connectivity. 

"You could have an office anywhere 
in the countryside as your standby 
office, but if the connectivity is not 
right there's no point moving there." 

Sota Solutions began trading as 
an accountancy software company, 
before customer demand for 
associated hardware saw it move into 
the engineering side of the IT industry. 

The firm grew through the 1990s 


before finally offering a complete IT 
service - from data storage through 
to a total IT solution. 

Sota's first data centre, built at 
the behest of a broadband internet 
provider in exchange for building a 
new node at KSP, proved popular 
with technology-minded customers 
looking to protect their information. 

Rack space in the second facility 
was expected to take five years to fill. 
It was full in just two years. The third 
centre, which opened three months 
ago, is already 10 per cent full and 
that figure is expected to rise to a 
quarter by the end of the year. The 
DR side is at 25 per cent of capacity.

The chef putting the 
great into pub grub 


R ICHARD Phillips has created some 
of the best restaurants in Kent. 

His first venture, Thackeray’s in 
Tunbridge Wells, won a Michelin 
star and his other restaurants 
have been praised equally. 

For his latest project he has moved away from 
fine dining into the world of the local boozer. 

He said: “I knew I could deliver with my 
experience. I just needed to bring that to a pub.” 

Phillips and his team took over the Pearson’s 
Arms, Whitstable, in December 2010. Its 
location right on the seafront of the trendy 
town has to be one of the best in the county. 
However, the reputation of its food has over the 
years, like the nearby tides, ebbed and flowed. 

Phillips said: “I used to bring my children 
to Whitstable for a day out and always knew 
it was a nice place. I wanted to re-create a 
traditional English pub but with a really good 
atmosphere and a bit of everything: great beers, 
great wines and a great dining experience.” 

The chef, who has appeared on TV shows 
like Ready Steady Cook, wanted the character 
to be informal but with no drop in quality and, 
despite its seaside locality, he was also keen not 
limit the menu to seafood. 

He said: “We are not a nation that just lives

on seafood. Because of our great meat and other 
produce, we can eat a whole range. In winter 
we like slow-cooked and warming foods. In the 
summer we want something different. 

“I wanted to cook traditional dishes but 
executed superbly. We are just a few yards from 
the sea, but I am also just a few miles from some 
of the best apples and best game on the planet. I 
wanted to dovetail seafood with other food, and 
that comes back to the seasons. If you are a fish- 
eater, we will always have that, but I will also 
serve in-season pheasant and venison.” 

Phillips also knew that a pub’s reputation 
was even more linked to its drink. 

The Pearson’s serves an extensive range of 
beers from local microbreweries; there is also a 
large selection of foreign and bottled beers and a 
comprehensive wine list. 

He said: “Kent is the home of the hop and I 
wanted to reflect that. We also offer our Wine 
Flights, when customers can try three different 
glasses of wine for a set price. 


“Ten years ago, it was hard to find local 
suppliers that could fulfil demand. People would 
come to me with a free-range chicken, but 
when I said I needed 100 a week they would 
baulk at that. Local suppliers are realising they 
have to produce more if they are going to deal 
with the restaurant trade.” 

Diners can also expect a varying menu. The 
lunchtime fare changes every week and the a la 
carte dishes change around every three weeks. 

“That is important to me,” said Phillips. “I 
like my customers to come back and know they 
can experience something different. It is also 
good for my staff - it keeps them on their toes. 
The food has to be good because it has my name 
associated with it, but I don’t want to scare 
people off. I want the pub to be welcoming to 
families.” 

So how has the first six months been? 

Phillips said: “It has been great, but I feel I 
have only just scratched the surface - we have a 
long way to go. I never like to get complacent.”

Nick Sandford 


Meet the real lord of the manor 


Ed Hill talks to Nick Sandford, head of 
the trust set up to safeguard the future of 
500-year-old Jacobean mansion Godinton 
House, with its medieval hall and 12 acres 
of gardens renowned for their delphiniums 


G ODINTON House near Ashford is 
a Jacobean manor house run by 
a trust for the enjoyment of local 
people. 

Nick Sandford, the estate 
manager for 14 years, jumped at the chance of 
getting involved with preserving the building. 

He said: “At the time I was working for the 
National Trust in Wiltshire. I was fortunate 
enough to be offered the position of the 
‘agent’, which is the manager of Godinton and 
everything connected with it. ” 

The house has a long and complex history of 
owners and adaptations down the years. 

“It has a medieval core, with Jacobean 
additions [1620s],” said Nick. “Further 
building took place in the 18th, 19th and 20th 
centuries. The 20th-century work is just a 
porch, but all these additions have reflected the 
Jacobean style of the building.” 

The 12 acres of gardens have become a 
big draw for visitors since the trust took over 
running Godinton in 1996. Visitors get the 
chance to see the changes with the seasons and 
sign up for gardening and other craft courses 
held at the house. 

Nick said: “In the park and gardens we have 
done a considerable amount of restoration and 
new planting. We hold events throughout the 
year, ranging from courses about gardening 
and craft skills including patchwork textile 
crafts to regular yoga classes. 

“In the summer we hold open-air theatre 
performances and a sculpture exhibition. 

Godinton is famed for its display of 
delphiniums, which are at their best during 
Delphinium Week in late June. 



The summer season ends with a family 
Pumpkin Day, with ghost stories in the cellars, 
pumpkin-carving and other events. 

Despite the historic nature of Godinton, 

Nick is not afraid to embrace new technology 
if it helps to maintain the house. In 2009 
a woodchip boiler was installed to heat the 
buildings and make use of the estate’s woodland 
resource. 

He said: “The estate has a hundred acres of 
woodland, most of which is chestnut coppice 
and, as the market for wood products was 
dwindling, it was sensible to find a new use for 
it. This coincided with the growing interest in 
renewable energy and, because coppiced trees 
quickly regrow, it is a truly renewable supply. 
The C02 released by burning the wood is 
absorbed by the growing trees. 

“The capital cost of installation was high,

even after a grant from the Rural Development 
Programme of Europe. However, the saving in 
fuel costs and the increasing price of oil made it 
worthwhile.” 

On such an old building, Nick depends on 
his staff to keep on top of the never-ending 
maintenance that is required. 

“The repair, decoration and maintenance 
require specialist skills such as working with 
lime mortar and lead paint. We are fortunate in 
having an in-house building team who are 
extremely skilled and thorough with the 
patience to carry out a lot of fiddly work. 

“The other great challenge is trying to 
maintain the feel and the atmosphere of a 
historic house. We do not have huge numbers 
of visitors. We like to take small groups round 
with a guide so they can really benefit from an 
in-depth appreciation of house and the estate,” 
he said. 

Funding is also a key issue for Godinton, but 
the trust has worked hard over the years to 
build sufficient reserves to maintain it hopefully 
for many years to come. 

And working each day at such a site does 
have managerial benefits. 



Nick said: “My favourite view at Godinton is 
from the west end of the walled garden looking 
back to the roofs and chimneys of the house 
with the parkland beyond. ”

Health care reforms 


U NDER Government plans to re¬ 
form the NHS, health and social 
care are set to be integrated with 
more power being given to family 
doctors and councils. The contro¬ 
versial Health and Social Care Bill 
has gone through a six-week ‘listening exercise’ 
before going back to Parliament for the details to 
be worked out. 

Health Secretary Andrew Lansley’s ‘pause’ 
has left local health and social care officials in 
limbo as they wait to see the extent of structural 
changes to the NHS. 

But work has already begun in Kent to see 
how health and social care can be brought to¬ 
gether in the future, when there will be a focus 
on early intevention to keep people away from 
A&E and older people out of hospitals to save 
money. 

James Lampert, efficiency team manager at 
Kent County Council, has been leading an “ex¬ 
ploratory programme” to integrate health and 
social care. 

He said: “Where we are trying to get to is that 
if people are trying to negotiate the health and 
social care system that we have integrated the 
separate pockets for social care with the separate 
pockets of health services. 

“Particularly for people with urgent needs, we 
know that the experience people have had in 
Kent is not always the best experience. 

“We are looking at co-locating health and so¬ 
cial care professionals in one place to that care 
pathways become more integrated. So that it 
becomes a seamless journey.” 

John Ashelford, a governor of the health watch¬ 
dog Kent Local Involvement Network (LINk), 
said: “It is essential to combine in some way health 
and social care services to avoid gaps. We often 
come across situations where health is saying one 
thing and social services another. 

“The two are not joined up and we need to 
have a way to combine these services. 

“For example, older people need both he 
social care, it needs to be done in 
such as way that they are not having 
to deal with two groups when they 
are feeling elderly, frail and confused. 

It will save money and help with dis¬ 
charging planning.” 

The changes are being brought 
in as a reaction to the fact that 
more people are living longer. Al¬ 
ready 12 per cent of people over 
65 have more than three long¬ 
term conditions and numbers are 
set to double in the next 20 years. 

Mr Lampert has been looking at 
care for people with dementia. The 
number of people with the condition are set to 
increase to more than a million by 2021. 

“This is a real challenge, not only for us in 
Kent,” he said. “What we need to be able to do 
firstly is pick up people early. As people start to 
have difficulties with day-to-day life then get 
them an appointment with a GP and social care 
professional. ” 

Mr Lampert and his team have been going out 
across Kent to talk to family doctors involved in 
the new GP consortia, who under the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans will soon control the majority of the 
NHS budget. 

“One of the common themes for them and 
what seems to have happened is that GPs feel 
that they are more isolated than they were in the 
past,” he said. 

In west Kent, KCC has already been working 
with local doctors and other community health 
teams to enable people to stay at home for longer 
to reduce costs. 

A pilot scheme has been running to establish 
multi-disciplinary team meetings to talk about 
patients and services users with high-level needs 
such as dementia, which is aimed at stopping 
them going into hospital for care.

Kent Community Health Trust and GPs working 
more closely and talking about individuals at the 
higher end of risk of something going wrong. Hav¬ 
ing that dialogue between primary care nurses and 
social care staff,” said Mr Lampert. 

KCC is also working on better IT systems and 
ways of holding data on patients and services 
users, which can then be shared between health 
and social care teams. 

With the two fields so closely linked it is a 
wonder that more shared working practices are 
not already in place. 

Mr Lampert said: “It is something that should 
have happened a long time ago. Having the IT 
infrastructure helps make communication much 
easier.” 

Of course, all this is set against the backdrop of 
health and social care budget cuts. 

“This is part of KCC’s strategy to try and make 
health and social care better for people in Kent. 

“How we can reduce costs and manage de¬ 
mand? There’s the increasing ageing population 
in the context of budget cuts that KCC is having 
to make over the next few years, but there is a 
commitment from the Kent Community Health 
Trust to work with us to integrate health and 
social care provision to reduce duplication, de¬ 


liver better value for money and give people a 
better experience.” 

As part of the NHS reforms, while GPs will be 
controlling the budget, councils will continue to 
scrutinise local health bodies such as hospital 
trusts and influence family doctors in the role as 
commissioners. 

Asked if GPs were on board with working more 
closely with KCC, Mr Lampert added: “Broadly 
speaking every single GP says yes, integrated 
health and social care is the way to go and there 
is really good evidence that we should work with 
them. 

“It may be because of the health changes and 
different GP localities with control over the 
budget that it might be different models of inte¬ 
gration care depending on the different needs. 
What is right for Maidstone might not be right 
for Dartford. This is where we need to think 
about local health and wellbeing boards. 

“This is just the beginning of a journey. 

“Everything is up in the air in terms of the 
reforms, timelines and the NHS needs to get its 
house in order. 

“People working in the NHS are trying to work 
out which direction they are going in. It has been 
unsettled by the Coalition coming in.”

The peasant who Led 
the poU tax rebellion

SOME 630 years ago this 
month thousands of rebel 
peasants descended on Canter¬ 
bury Cathedral demanding the 
Archbishop be deposed. 

It followed the introduction 
of a crippling poll tax which 
had been brought in under 
Archbishop of Canterbury Si¬ 
mon Sudbury, who was also 
the Lord Chancellor. 

The Great Rising - also 
known as the Peasants’ Re¬ 
volt - saw Maidstone man Wat 
Tyler lead thousands of peas¬ 
ants from across Kent and the 
South East to attack Rochester 
Cathedral and then later break 
into Canterbury Cathedral 
during the celebration of high 
mass to demand that monks 
depose the Archbishop. 

But it ended with bloodshed 
and the murder of Tyler and 
Archbishop Sudbury. 

Academic Richard West, 
founder of the Chaucer Educa¬ 
tion Project, said historical 
events such as the Peasants’ 
Revolt should be included in a 
Canterbury timeline. 

“Much of Canterbury’s histo¬ 
ry has not been published and 
I want to create a timeline to 
bring relevance to local history 
and bring it alive,” he said. 

“There is so much history 
here, for example, Canterbury 
had the world’s first regu¬ 
lar passenger railway, this is 
something that some people 
don’t know. 

“I also think the old City and 
County Borough of Canterbury 
should be returned - there is so

much going on here, it should 
run separately from the county 
council.” 

Mr West founded the self- 
funded Chaucer Education 
Project in 1986 with a view 
to creating a virtual learning 
site, similar to Open University 
courses. 

“It will be the technical 
equivalent to Open University, 
but students will be able to 
choose smaller, more special¬ 
ist courses, which last a shorter 
period of time,” he said. 

“They will also be able to buy 
courses as they go along. 

“The learning site is still be¬ 
ing developed - it has been dif¬ 
ficult with no funding available 
- but I hope to soon be able to 
establish the online Chaucer 
University.” 

The 1381 break-in at Can¬ 
terbury Cathedral by Wat Tyler 
during the Peasants’ Revolt 
was the first historical item to 
feature on the new pages of The 
Chaucer Education Project. 

The famous rebellion be¬ 


gan on May 30 and continued 
through June with attacks on 
Rochester and Canterbury, un¬ 
til the protesters reached Lon¬ 
don on June 14. 

During a meeting between 
Richard II and Wat Tyler, 
which resulted in the King 
backing down on his tax plans, 
rebels tracked down Arch¬ 
bishop Sudbury and beheaded 
him. 

Historical accounts report 
that the following day during 
another meeting, the King be¬ 
came angered by Tyler’s arro¬ 
gant behaviour and the Lord 
Mayor slashed at him with his 
sword, mortally wounding the 
rebel leader. 

Mr West said the account 
gave a glimpse into what the 
history course unit, at GCSE 
level, would involve. 

“This was a major event in 
history, particularly for Canter¬ 
bury and Kent,” said Mr West. 

“For the last 40 years Wat 
Tyler’s movement hasn’t been 
published everywhere and 
some people don’t know much 
about it even though it is an 
important part of Canterbury’s 
history - every Christmas Day 
a wreath is laid on the tomb of 
Archbishop Sudbury.” 

Mr West said he aimed to 
create a timeline on his site to 
highlight local events in his¬ 
tory as part of the planned on¬ 
line Chaucer University history 
course. 

Wat Tyler Way in Maidstone 
is named after the rebel leader.

The chef putting the 
great into pub grub 


R ICHARD Phillips has created some 
of the best restaurants in Kent. 

His first venture, Thackeray’s in 
Tunbridge Wells, won a Michelin 
star and his other restaurants 
have been praised equally. 

For his latest project he has moved away from 
fine dining into the world of the local boozer. 

He said: “I knew I could deliver with my 
experience. I just needed to bring that to a pub.” 

Phillips and his team took over the Pearson’s 
Arms, Whitstable, in December 2010. Its 
location right on the seafront of the trendy 
town has to be one of the best in the county. 
However, the reputation of its food has over the 
years, like the nearby tides, ebbed and flowed. 

Phillips said: “I used to bring my children 
to Whitstable for a day out and always knew 
it was a nice place. I wanted to re-create a 
traditional English pub but with a really good 
atmosphere and a bit of everything: great beers, 
great wines and a great dining experience.” 

The chef, who has appeared on TV shows 
like Ready Steady Cook, wanted the character 
to be informal but with no drop in quality and, 
despite its seaside locality, he was also keen not 
limit the menu to seafood. 

He said: “We are not a nation that just lives

on seafood. Because of our great meat and other 
produce, we can eat a whole range. In winter 
we like slow-cooked and warming foods. In the 
summer we want something different. 

“I wanted to cook traditional dishes but 
executed superbly. We are just a few yards from 
the sea, but I am also just a few miles from some 
of the best apples and best game on the planet. I 
wanted to dovetail seafood with other food, and 
that comes back to the seasons. If you are a fish- 
eater, we will always have that, but I will also 
serve in-season pheasant and venison.” 

Phillips also knew that a pub’s reputation 
was even more linked to its drink. 

The Pearson’s serves an extensive range of 
beers from local microbreweries; there is also a 
large selection of foreign and bottled beers and a 
comprehensive wine list. 

He said: “Kent is the home of the hop and I 
wanted to reflect that. We also offer our Wine 
Flights, when customers can try three different 
glasses of wine for a set price. 


“Ten years ago, it was hard to find local 
suppliers that could fulfil demand. People would 
come to me with a free-range chicken, but 
when I said I needed 100 a week they would 
baulk at that. Local suppliers are realising they 
have to produce more if they are going to deal 
with the restaurant trade.” 

Diners can also expect a varying menu. The 
lunchtime fare changes every week and the a la 
carte dishes change around every three weeks. 

“That is important to me,” said Phillips. “I 
like my customers to come back and know they 
can experience something different. It is also 
good for my staff - it keeps them on their toes. 
The food has to be good because it has my name 
associated with it, but I don’t want to scare 
people off. I want the pub to be welcoming to 
families.” 

So how has the first six months been? 

Phillips said: “It has been great, but I feel I 
have only just scratched the surface - we have a 
long way to go. I never like to get complacent.”

Faversham Walk

M eandering through miles of 
beautiful countryside and past 
stunning coastal scenery, the 
circular route takes walkers 
from Faversham to 
Goodnestone and Seasalter, 
and back to Faversham. In town, walkers can 
stop off for refreshments and relax at one of the 
many quaint pubs and inns, restaurants and 
cafes serving delicious, freshly-prepared food, 
often featuring local and Kentish produce. 

The walk starts in the charming town of 
Faversham, which boasts Kent’s oldest street 
market and the UK’s oldest brewer, Shepherd 
Neame, where visitors can enjoy pre-booked 
brewery tours and tasting sessions. 

Journeying down Abbey Street, famous for its 
fine collection of period homes and the remains 
of the town’s Medieval royal abbey, you will 
follow the historic waterway out of the town 
and into open countryside. 

Once renowned as the Larder of London, 
this area of Kent sent supplies of grain, fruit 
and hops to the capital by sailing barge. Now 
you will discover historic farmsteads and rural 
hamlets dotted between golden wheatfields, hop 
gardens and watercress beds. 

Strawberry fields surround the area around 
Goodnestone, which also boasts a beautiful 
12th-century church and is a major centre for 
the UK’s soft-fruit production. 

From here the trail snakes to the wide, open 
marshes at Graveney, home to diverse ranges of 
plants, insects and animals as well as award¬ 
winning saltmarsh lamb, and where you can 
learn about a historic secret of the marshes and 
its nearby pub where servicemen billeted there 
in the Second World War captured a German 
aircrew after a gun fight - and then invited 
them back for a drink. 

Walking towards the village of Seasalter, with 
its sandy beach and the Michelin-starred gastro 
pub, The Sportsman, the trail now follows the 
coastal path back to Faversham. 

Along the route, visitors will be able to see a 
second wind farm - set to become the world’s 
largest offshore wind farm - being built in the 
Thames estuary. The trail then takes walkers 
past wetland reserves, home to lizards, buzzards 
and rare plants, and of significant national 
environmental importance.

THE Royal Engineers Museum 
is hosting the exhibition Last 
Post: Remembering The First 
World War. 

Curated by the British Postal 
Museum & Archive (BPMA) 


and Churchill Museum & 
Cabinet War Rooms, it explores 
the role played by the Post 
Office during the First World 
War. More than 75,000 men 
left their jobs in the Post Office 
to fight, with 12,000 joining 
the Post Office’s own battalion 
- The Post Office Rifles. 

As the men left to fight, tens 
of thousands of women joined 
the Post Office workforce 
temporarily. For the first 
time, women were allowed 
to perform duties from 
which they had previously 
been excluded. Postal 
communications, including 
telephones and telegraphs, 


were an important tool in 
connecting headquarters 
with the front line, as well as 
keeping soldiers and people at 
home in touch. 

Last Post demonstrates how 
letters were delivered to the 
front, how the Post Office dealt 
with huge increases in mail and 
the vital part that censorship 
played in the war effort. 

The museum will also display 
some rarely-seen postal items, 
including maps and the hard 
tack biscuit that was sent to 
the front through the post.

Faded resort waits 
on Turner effect 


W HILE property prices in 

Margate are fairly flat, there 
is genuine hope that values 
in the seaside town will rise 
steadily over the next three to 
five years. 

This positive mid-term forecast is spurred 
by the opening of the Turner 
Contemporary gallery, the 
renaissance of the ‘Old Town’ 
and the high-speed rail link to 
the capital, all of which, it is 
hoped, will increase demand for 
homes in the area. 

But while the future might 
look a little rosier than it has 
for years, Stuart Barr, of Miles 
& Barr, warned that there was 
unlikely to be any change in the 
market in the coming two years. 

“Prices appear to be fairly 
stable,” he said. “We’re selling 
50 per cent of what we are 
listing at the moment. 

“Since the crash in 2008, when prices fell 
by an average of 20 per cent, we have seen the 
market claw back approximately 10 per cent. 

“Buyers currently have a lot of choice, so the 
average sale time is now 72 days, compared 


with 42 days this time last year. We don’t 
anticipate too much change in the short term 
as lenders are still cautious regarding higher 
loan-to-value lending. But some reports suggest 
prices will start to increase by 2014.” 

Mr Barr said there was strong demand 
for two- and three-bed terraces in the rental 

market up to £550 per calendar 
month but sale of property over 
£250,000 was slow-going. 

With regard to current public 
perception of the Margate 
property market and house 
values, Mr Barr said it was new 
territory for him. 

“In my 20 years as an agent 
predominantly in Thanet I have 
never known there to be such 
mixed opinion about prices. 

“However good, bad or 
indifferent a market-place is 
perceived to be, a good agent 
will be able to demonstrate what 
prices are being achieved for 
property in any given location.” 

The average price for property in Margate is 
about £144,000, below that of neighbouring 
Thanet towns Ramsgate (£148,000) and 
Broadstairs (£206,000). 



PROPERTY SPOTLIGHT ON MARGATE 


What makes it special 

ONCE one of England’s most 
lively tourist resorts, there is 
no getting away from the fact 
that Margate has suffered 
decades of decline and it has 
many social and economic 
issues to this day. The town's 
unemployment rate is 
significantly higher than the 
UK average, a lasting reminder 
of the dark 'dole-on-sea' days 
of the 1980s, when out-of-work 
people from across the country 
were encouraged to set up 
home in Margate's former bed- 
and-breakfast hotels. The high 
street has been identified as 
the worst in the country and 
the number of asylum-seekers 
in the area keeps immigration 
a hot issue. However, Margate's 
coastal location and superb 
beaches remain its greatest 
hope. There is a widespread 
view that a quicker high-speed 
rail service to the capital is all 
that is needed to kick-start 
the town, bringing in the 
investment needed to return 
Margate to its former glories. 


Room to improve 

WHILE the area has been 
boosted by the opening of the 
Turner Contemporary art 
gallery, much more is needed 
to encourage investment and 
create jobs in a bid to get the 
town back on its feet. It is 
hoped the seafront gallery 
will act as a catalyst for 
genuine regeneration. 


Prices 

THE average price for under¬ 
offer stock in Margate is 
£144,378, slightly behind 
Ramsgate, which stands at 
£147,879, and Broadstairs, 
where the average tops 
£206,000. 


Shops 

THE high street has taken 
knock after knock, with big- 
name stores pulling out of the 
area one by one. The vacancy 
rate of Margate's shops 



stands at a staggering 37.4 
per cent, making it the most 
desolate high street in the 
country. Yet again, it is hoped 
that Turner Contemporary will 
come to the rescue in helping 
revive the retail sector. The 
early success of The Hoy pub 
opposite the gallery should 
encourage entrepeneurs to 
follow the example of the 
local company that revived 
the venue after 14 years of it 
lying derelict. Indeed, a 
number of restaurants and 
cafes have sprouted in 
anticipation of the much- 
lauded Turner effect. 


Schools 

MARGATE'S sole secondary 
school is Hartsdown 
Technology College, which has 
consistently delivered exam 
results above Government 
targets. Margate teenagers 
also venture out of town for 
their education, taking up 
places at Thanet's grammar 
schools, Dane Court in 
Broadstairs and Chatham 
House and Clarendon House 
Grammar Schools in 
Ramsgate; another option is 
Westgate’s Ursuline College. 
There is a selection of primary 
schools in Margate, including 
Drapers Mill, Salmestone, Holy 
Trinity and St John's C of E 
and Garlinge. 


Connections 

HEAD west on the A299 to 
the seaside towns of Herne 
Bay and Whitstable and on to 
the Medway towns and 
London via the M2. 
Alternatively, point your car 
south-west along the A28 to 
Canterbury and the heart of 
Kent. The A256, situated due 
south, leads to Sandwich and 
Dover. London can be reached 
by train from Margate, but the 
vast number of stops on the 
journey frustrates commuters. 


What’s on 

IT'S becoming something of a 
running theme, but this 
section would not be 
complete without noting the 
Turner Contemporary. Aside 
from the art, Margate boasts 
two notable theatres: the 
Theatre Royal, the second 
oldest theatre in the country, 
and the Tom Thumb, which is 
the second smallest in the 
country. For stage productions 
and gigs, the Winter Gardens 
is always worth a look - it has 
hosted some top names in 
recent years. An annual jazz 
festival, held every July, is 
popular, but for a quiet piece 
of heaven head to the Shell 
Grotto, an underground 
labyrinth discovered in 1835 
which is covered in more than 
four million shells. Its age 
remains unknown. 


Around and about 

MARGATE'S fellow coastal 
destinations are all worth a 
look and have their own 
charms. Herne Bay is popular 
with watersports fans and the 
perfect place for a stroll on 
the seafront. Broadstairs, 
meanwhile, has a laid-back 
feel and a top-class mini golf 
course, although more serious 
golfers will probably head for 
North Foreland. Flying fans 
should take in the Spitfire 
Museum near Manston, which 
has priceless items linked to 
the famous wartime aircraft.

Saab and 9-3 re-Bjorn

SAAB 9-3 AERO 2.0T AUTO: PRICE £28,795 FACT FILE 


IT has been a bumpy ride for Saab of late. 

The Swedish motor icon needed another 
cash injection a few weeks ago from a Chinese 
manufacturer to ensure its future, just two years 
on from erstwhile parent General Motors (GM) 
preparing to pull the plug on the brand. 

At that point, one of Sweden’s most famous 
exports along with Abba, was ‘re-Bjorn’ as 
partner to another re-born company, Spyker of 
Holland. 

It was a curious marriage, though; Saab is 
more lower-volume executive brand than mass 
producer, while its new partner makes ultra-low- 
volume hand-crafted supercars. 

Perhaps not surprisingly then in these cash- 
strapped times, the new independent group 
needed yet more cash backing; enter the Chinese 
and new possibilities for premium sales in their 
home market, one of the fastest-growing and 
strongest in the world at the moment. 

And there is huge goodwill elsewhere 
and notably in the UK for one of the most 
technologically-revered brands in the industry. 

The now separately owned Saab aerospace 
company began car production in 1949, 
majoring on aerodynamic styling and innovative 
engineering. 

It promoted front-wheel drive and championed 
turbocharging, realising that boosting its four- 
cylinder engines was a cheaper route to higher 
outputs than developing a new six-cylinder unit 
to take on German rivals. 

Turbocharging helped it to develop its most 
successful model ever, the 1980s-vintage 900, 
yet the company’s finances were faltering and 
GM took a hold on the company in 19 8 9. 

Fiercely loyal ‘Saabites’ then became 
increasingly angry at what they saw as GM 
cloning within a once distinctive Saab line-up; 
in searching for economies of scale needed to

make Saab profitable, GM watered down the 
innovation and bravery that had created such a 
loyal following. 

And much GM technology still underpins 
Saabs even after gaining independence - the all- 
new 9-5 cannot escape the feel that it is modelled 
on the Vauxhall Insignia. 

And yet the brand’s workhorse model and 
long-running 9-3, launched at the height of GM 
control, shows how the Swedes dared to be as 
different as possible under GM. 

Newly facelifted - again - the fluidity of the 
original design still has freshness and the tweaks 
to the front give the car its most muscular stance 
yet, while interior has a much-needed upgrade 
without disturbing the famed aircraft style 
dashboard and the state-of-the-art seats. 

In recent years, and like many rivals, Saab has 
concentrated on turbocharged diesels for better 
economy and emissions, but its old expertise in 
petrol turbocharging is still much in evidence on 
cars such as the 2.0T Aero we have just tested. 


Allied to a responsive front-wheel drive 
chassis, the 9-3 remains a driver’s car and while 
it is actually now quite old when measured 
against rivals, it can still be rewarding to drive as 
well as attractive to look at. 

Don’t just check out the saloon, as tested here 
though, because the 9-3 range also includes the 
Sportwagon - a classy looking estate to rival 
the ubiquitous BMW 3-Series and the Audi A4 
Avant - and the Convertible. 

The current car is currently celebrating 25 
years since the original 900 Convertible was 
released and put the wind up German premium 
brands in that rather exclusive sector. 

We’ve said before that the ‘croptop’ is the ace 
up Saab’s sleeve, being good for brand image. 

There is also another potential trump card. 

Saab now has an excellent all-drive system known 
as XWD to rival Audi’s Quattro sub-branding and 
it works superbly on the 9-3 - we can vouch for 
that after testing it on an ice track. 

The Saab saga continues.

1ST DRIVE

UNUSUALLY sunny it may have been 
for some weeks, but I knew I would 
mess it up for all by road testing per¬ 
haps the ultimate opentop sports car 
-Nissan’s 370ZRoadster. 

Right on cue, the Law of Sod was 
enforced and the heavens opened as 
I opted to wax lyrical about popping 
the 3 70Z’s roof for true wind in the 
hair thrills behind a brutish engine 
in an equally muscular looking 
roadster. 

The 370Z has heritage stretching 
back to the original ‘Z’ sports coupe, 
launched here in the 70s, with 
the 3 70Z taking over the baton in 
2009 and ticking boxes left open by 


its predecessor, the 350Z. 

Nobody doubted that car’s value 
for money, but its equally tempt¬ 
ing replacement (from £31,250) 
manages to be sleeker and more 
stylish yet slightly shorter, while 
an intrusive bracing bar behind the 
350Z’s front seats has been lowered 
and camouflaged without affecting 
the stiffness of a car that is also 32 
kilos lighter. 

But don’t think the ‘Z’ has gone 
soft. The 324bhp 3.7-litre V6 - up 
from the 350Z’s 309bhp - sounds 
brutal when challenged, revs cleanly 
and delivers 0-60mph in 5.5 seconds 
in six-speed manual form, yet feels 
refined and muted on a high-speed 
motorway dash. 

But it’s hard work in traffic, with 
its heavy clutch even though the 
muscular low-down grunt of the V6 


minimises gearchanging; the seven- 
speed auto option (from £35,750) 
might be preferable if you want more 
all-round ability. 

However, the manual does have 
Synchro Rev Control (SRC), described 
as a “fully synchronised down/up 
shift rev control system allowing 


drivers of any skill level to experience 
perfectly smooth gear shifts every 
time.” 

It can be switched off though if, like 
me, you prefer to blip the throttle on 
the down changes. 

Direct steering and a balanced 
rear-driven chassis make it a real en¬ 


thusiast’s croptop and fantastic value 
against obvious rivals like the Audi 
TT, BMW Z4 and Porsche Boxster. 

And while the Nissan doesn’t have 
the same badge cachet, it need not 
doff its cap here on quality and finish. 

That includes the fast-folding 
canvas roof; yes, folding hard tops 
may be the vogue now, but they add 
to cost, usually eat into precious 
coupe boot space and, some might 
say, mar the classic open-top sports 
car heritage. 

That heritage doesn’t come cheap 
in another way though: enthusiastic 
driving will take you well below the 
car’s official average of 2 5mpg and it 
sits in the highest category (£950) for 
road tax due to its 262g/km of C02 
emissions - more than 2.5 times the 
99g/km that rates exemption from 
that duty.

Gills hoping for checkmate 
as transfer tussle hots up

ASSISTANT boss Ian Hendon has offered sup¬ 
porters a glimmer of hope in an otherwise quiet 
transfer window with the news Gillingham are 
in advanced talks with a couple of their targets 
that if secured would “raise a few eyebrows”. 

The lack of transfer activity at Priestfield has 
become a major concern for the club’s fans, a 
situation made worse after having seen Cody 
McDonald, Adebayo Akinfenwa and Andy Bar- 
cham depart during the close season and Kevin 
Maher and Chris Palmer expected to follow. 

Not that manager Andy Hessenthaler has been 
slow off the mark - Gillingham have expressed 
interest in several players only to see them sign 
for rival clubs in League Two, with Wes Thomas 
the latest having signed for big-spending Craw¬ 
ley Town. 

Gills supporters’ frustration isn’t lost on Hen¬ 
don, in charge at Priestfield while Hessenthaler’s 
on a two-week holiday, who has assured fans the 
club are doing all they can to bring players in as 
they look to build a promotion-winning squad 
for next season. 

“There is a lot of things going on at the moment 
and we’re chasing quite a few players,” he said. 

“Things take time at this stage of the season, a 
lot of players are on holiday, agents are trying to do 
deals for players at one club and then go to another 
club to get it bettered; that’s what they do. 

“It’s a bit like playing chess at the moment 
really. We have got our targets and we’re quite 
confident with a couple of those, so we’ll just 
have to wait and see. The wheels are in motion, 
the season doesn’t start until August and we’ll 
have a decent squad by the start of the season. 

“I do feel for the supporters, it’s a difficult time 
for them and for the football club because we 
want to make signings and get it out there so 
that people know who we have signed because 
you’ve got to keep the supporters excited for the 
start of the season. It’s not a case of us hiding an¬ 
ything, it’s just a case of not making other clubs 
aware of the targets that we are chasing. 

“I’m sure they understand that. 

“When our signings are released to the Press 
I’m sure there will be a few raised eyebrows and 


it will set us up for the coming season.” 

Gillingham left it late in signing Akinfenwa 
and Matt Lawrence last year, with the pair join¬ 
ing late on in pre-season and Hendon expects it 
to be a similar experience this time round. 

“I’m pretty sure that it will do, but who 
knows?” he said. 

“It could be that in two weeks all our players 
come back and say they want to sign, that would 
be the ideal scenario as you would then have 
them right the way through pre-season, but I’m 
sure if players do come in late they will fit into 
the jigsaw puzzle and whatever happens, they 
will strengthen us. 

“Certain things are in advanced stages and 
some are pretty fresh, but a lot of work is going 
on. We have looked across the board, we know 
what we want and we have our targets and are 
positive about them. 

“The chairman is aware of the players we are 


after and what the manager wants and I’ve got 
to say that he has been great with us. I’ve been at 
football clubs in the past where chairmen have 
tried to obstruct you, but the chairman here is 
trying to help in every possible way.” 

Charlie Lee and Chris Whelpdale are two play¬ 
ers Hessenthaler is keen on signing, after the 
midfield duo impressed during a month’s loan at 
Priestfield last season. 

Gillingham, however, are likely to face com¬ 
petition from several other clubs in League Two 
and League One after the pair helped Peterbor¬ 
ough to promotion through the play-offs, and 
Hendon said persuading them to sign would rep¬ 
resent a major fillip for the club. 

“Those two did great for us, but there is going 
to be a lot of competition for both those lads,” he 
said. “There is an interest from us and from a lot 
of clubs, so if we did manage to get them it would 
be a real coup for Gillingham. ”

Jackson pulls it out the bag 
to keep his title dreams alive

DREAMS of lifting the British Touring Car 
Championship (BTCC) remain intact for Mat 
Jackson and Motorbase Performance despite a 
nightmare start to the latest round of the series 
at Oulton Park. 

Jackson travelled north second in the cham¬ 
pionship and eager to apply further pressure on 
front-runner Matt Neal, but his weekend looked 
to be over as quickly as it had begun after the 
worst qualifying session imaginable. 

Airwaves Racing, the team representing 
Wrotham-based Motorbase in the BTCC, looked 
on in horror as Jackson’s car skidded on oil de¬ 
posited by his team-mate Liam Griffin, before 
crashing off the track and sustaining heavy 
front-end damage. 

Having qualified 10th, Jackson failed to finish 
the first race and the early exit meant he started 


second-last for race two. Despite a shunt from 
Paul O’Neill, he managed to make up 12 posi¬ 
tions and was then given a further boost when 
Honda team-mates Matt Neal and Gordon Shed- 
den both crashed out, boosting Jackson up into 
the points in ninth place. 

Finally, the team’s luck changed when Jack- 
son was drawn at the front of the reverse grid 
for race three. Holding off the stern challenge of 
Shedden’s Honda Civic, he chalked up his second 
race win of the season, keeping him within seven 
points of Neal in the drivers’ championship. 

“It was a full on weekend of highs and lows,” 
Jackson reflected. “Saturday’s qualifying session 
was really unfortunate with what happened 
with Liam’s car and then us collecting damage 
in the same incident. 

“It was disappointing not to finish and to have 
to start at the back of the grid for race two. At 
that point, you really know that you’re having 
a bad weekend, but a ninth-placed result gave 


us the chance of the reverse grid for race three. I 
couldn’t believe it when the reverse grid went in 
our favour, after the luck we’d had. It was fan¬ 
tastic to capitalise on our good fortune and for 
the Focus to put in such a convincing win.” 

Dartford’s Tony Gilham endured a difficult 
weekend in Cheshire, spinning out of contention 
in race one and then crashing during race two. 
However, the Triple Eight team rebuilt his Vaux- 
hall Vectra in time for Gilham to charge from the 
back of the grid through to a 12th-placed fi n ish 
in Sunday’s third race. 

Meanwhile, an extraordinary afternoon for 
the championship also saw Tom Onslow-Cole 
quit the AmD Milltek Racing team just 15 min¬ 
utes before race three. Team principal Shaun 
Hollamby, from Pembury, will now drive the 
VW Golf in the next round at Yorkshire’s Croft 
circuit next weekend but is in talks with other 
drivers about completing the season. 

Onslow-Cole has since rejoined Team Aon. 


WORLD SUPERBIKES 

Inconsistent Camier hoping 
for spot of luck in San Marino 


LEON Cannier sounded both weary and 
wary ahead of this weekend's World 
Superbike Championship meeting at 
Misano Adriatico in San Marino. 

The Ashford rider goes into the latest 
round of the championship in seventh 
place in the overall standings, but a 
tough start to the season seems to 
have taken the edge off his confidence. 

"It's a bad excuse, but we could really 
do with some luck," the Aprilia rider 
said. "The season's not been particu¬ 
larly great to be honest, we've had ups 
and downs and we've probably not been 
as consistent as we'd like to be." 

His Luck was certainly out when he 
picked up glandular fever at the start 
of the campaign and having recovered 
from that, he has since been bedevilled 
by a series of mechanical mishaps. 

"Since I've come back to fitness by 
the second or third race that hasn't 
been a problem, but there have been 
a lot of other issues with the bike that 


have taken the weekend away from 
me," he said. "We just need a bit of luck. 

"We don't always know what's gone 
wrong and it is a bad excuse because 
what is Luck? But we can't really 
explain what's gone wrong and some¬ 
times it's taken the entire weekend to 
figure it out and I just haven't had the 
laps." 

At his Last race, in Utah, Camier felt 
he should have been on the podium 
twice after posting the quickest times 
in qualifying, but an error cost him third 
place in the first race. 

The 24-year-old was runner-up in 
the second, his best performance of the 
2011 campaign, but this hasn't done 
much to boost his confidence ahead of 
his San Marino trip. 

“It's never been a great track for me 
to be honest, I've just had a lot of prob¬ 
lems there and I don't find it a good, 
fast track," he admitted. 

Both races take place on Sunday.

Touring car legend Tim Harvey has teamed 
up with Archant KOS Media this season to 
bring you a weekly column as the class of 
2011 do battle up and down the country. 
Harvey, who was brought up in Sevenoaks 
and schooled in Tonbridge, more recently 
raced in the Porsche Carrera Cup for 
Wrotham team Motorbase Performance. 

He shares his thoughts, as an ITV commen¬ 
tator, on the British Touring Car Champion¬ 
ship, and discusses the series’ big issues. 

‘Oulton Park had 
just about it all’ 

WITHOUT doubt, last weekend's 
action at Oulton Park was the 
most dramatic of this season’s 
British Touring Championship (BTCC) so 
far. 

We had wet races, team-mates crash¬ 
ing into each other on the last lap, and an 
outburst from Jason Plato - we had just 
about everything you could expect from 
this championship. 

It was quite amazing to watch from the 
commentary box as Honda team-mates 
Gordon Shedden and Matt Neal came 
round the final corner in race two, Leading 
by some distance, only to crash and hand 
victory to Jason Plato, who had been 
sitting third. Quite simply, it must top the 
list for all-time BTCC faux-pas. I've seen 
team-mates crash into each other before, 
but not when they've been leading the 
race going into the last corner. 

It was absolutely unbelievable and 
I don't know what Neal was thinking. I 
admire him racing to the death against his 
own team-mate, but on the other hand 
he'd already locked up his brakes earlier 
in the race and run into Shedden, so he 
shouldn’t really have been that confident 
on the brakes and attempted to pass his 
own team-mate when they were both set 
for an excellent points haul. It was a genu¬ 
ine attempt to pass, but it was completely 
rash. If it had been anyone other than 
his team-mate, he'd probably have been 
hauled in by the clerk of the course. 

Plato may have won the race but he 
certainly wasn't happy afterwards and I 
was massively surprised by his reaction. 

I expected him to get out and laugh all 
the way to the podium at Honda's misfor¬ 
tune and his gain. Instead, he got out of 
the car very highly-charged, shouting his 
mouth off about the regulations regarding 
the turbo-charged cars and most people 
felt it was inappropriate. 

Of course, Plato has his opinion, which 
is shared by others, but he’s got to get it in 
balance. A bit of gamesmanship is all part 
and parcel of touring car racing, whatever 
the rules and regulations, but Plato's get¬ 
ting so completely wrapped up in it, he's 
showing a weakness. It's going to be an 
issue that dominates the season and the 
arguments will continue. 

Mat Jackson's win in the third race for 
Airwaves Racing really was an impressive 
drive. He beat Shedden in a Honda with 
no ballast on board. Shedden would have 
been fired up to score maximum 
points, but he couldn't lay a finger 
on Jackson.

Injury jinx strikes again as Coles and 
van Jaarsveld face spell on sidelines

KENT’S injury-hit squad suffered a double blow 
this week with Matt Coles and Martin van Jaars¬ 
veld now crocked and facing a race against time 
to be fit for the majority of the Friends Life t20. 

The duo’s absence will be tempered by the arriv¬ 
al of overseas stars Chari Langeveldt and Wahab 
Riaz, but of concern will be the number of players 
to have suffered injuries so far this summer. 

The majority of the squad have spent time on 
the sidelines and Coles’ injury is the third time 
the quick bowler has been out of action in the 
first two months of the season. 

Robbie Joseph (quad), Simon Cook and Joe 
Denly (both thumb), Ashley Shaw (shins), Azhar 
Mahmood (hip and knee) and Alex Blake (ham¬ 
string) have all spent more than two weeks out 
of the side with their respective injuries, while 
Darren Stevens (shoulder, ankle) and Rob Key 
(hand) have played through the pain barrier due 
to Kent’s skeleton-thin squad. 

Coles’ absence will be a major blow as it comes 
at a time when the 21-year-old had found some 
form in recording career-best figures of 5 for 77 
in Kent’s LV= County Championship win against 
Leicestershire, and was the county’s stand-out 
bowler in both Twenty20 games at Tunbridge 
Wells last week. 

The Maidstone-born seamer could be out for as 
long as four weeks after suffering a stress-related 
metatarsal injury bowling at the Nevill Ground. 

The injury comes after Coles missed the start 
of the season with a knee injury, which flared up 
again after he made a brief return against North¬ 
amptonshire at the County Ground in April. 

It’s hoped that Coles could make a return from 
his current injury ahead of schedule though, af¬ 
ter it was diagnosed early, which could see him 
back in two weeks.

said: “Matt has had an MRI scan confirming a 
stress reaction in the second metatarsal of his left 
foot. While this injury is obviously very frustrating 
for Matt, it has been picked up early and therefore 
he should be back in two to four weeks. 

“During this time he will be working closely 
with Max Ganderton, Pete Kelly and myself.” 

While Coles faces a race against time to be fit 
for Kent’s remaining Twenty20 games, the club 
have targeted the next championship game, 
against Middlesex at Lord’s on June 19, for van 
Jaarsveld’s return. 

The South African suffered a broken right in¬ 
dex finger during fielding practice that’s likely to 
see him out for up to two weeks. The 36-year- 
old, who has scored 450 runs in the champion¬ 
ship so far this season at an average of 40, is a 


key member of Kent’s four-day side and the club 
will be keen their vice-captain is available when 
the championship resumes later in the month. 

Meanwhile, Kent’s chief executive, Jamie Clif¬ 
ford says the St Lawrence Ground in Canterbury 
will be ready for its first game under the new 
floodlights on June 18. 

Redevelopment work as part of the club’s 
£8.2 million project has been ongoing during 
games at the start of this season, but that, on the 
ground at least, will stop in a week’s time when 
the final buildings are completed. 

Clifford said: “We are on course for the Les 
Ames Stand and the pavilion to reopen for that 
first floodlit game back in the middle of June. We 
are on target, but there’s still a lot more to do in 
the next week or so.”

Decision to sign two overseas 
won’t break bank, say Kent 


CHAIRMAN George Kennedy has ad¬ 
mitted that Kent's decision to sign two 
overseas players was taken as much 
to attract crowds for the Spitfires' 
Friends Life t20 games as it was to help 
improve results on the pitch. 

With the county due back at St 
Lawrence on June 18 for the club's 
first Twenty20 game under their new 
floodlights, there were concerns about 
attendances for that game and the 
remaining t20 campaign, if Kent's 
chances in the competition were 
already effectively over. With several 
players injured or unavailable and the 
Spitfires due to face sides that had 
already strengthened for t20 with their 
own overseas players, the club took 
the decision to sign South African Chari 
Langeveldt and Pakistan international 
Wahab Riaz. 

Kennedy, who is sponsoring Lan- 
geveldt's stay at Kent for t20 by paying 
for his accomodation, said the club 


had to be realistic after a difficult start 
to a season that has been blighted by 
injuries to key players. 

He said: "Needs must. Results were 
not as good as we had hoped for and 
we lost Dewald Nel, which helped free 
up a bit of cash. We have been pretty 
careful with the money on all other as¬ 
pects. I think we have to be realistic as 
well and say if we want people to really 
follow the club and watch us we have 
to have the right players on the pitch as 
well. That's equally important. 

"It's well within the monies we have 
budgeted. On every other aspect of the 
club we are cutting corners and saving 
as much as we can and putting on 
things to raise money as well. Com¬ 
mercially it's going quite well and I'm 
encouraged by that." 

Elsewhere at the club, a meeting has 
been scheduled for June 27 to discuss 
the future of several players out of 
contract at the end of this season.

Future of Tunbridge Wells as 
t20 host hangs in the balance 


ANOTHER successful Tunbridge Wells 
Festival came to a close Last Sunday 
with more than 12,000 Kent supporters 
watching three fixtures at the picture- 
perfect Nevill Ground. 

Cricket supporters in the west of the 
county showed again why they cannot 
be ignored, with a capacity crowd of 
5,000 turning out for Last Friday's nine- 
wicket defeat against Somerset. More 
than 4,000 tickets were also sold for 
Sunday's 20-run reverse against the 
Hampshire Royals - although persistent 
rain meant only about 2,000 stayed on 
to watch the five-over slog at the end 
following a three-hour delay. 

Yet, hosting 20-over cricket at the 
Nevill Ground is under serious threat 
due a reduced Twenty20 programme 
next year and Kent chief executive, 
Jamie Clifford, admitted the club have 
a difficult decision to make next year. 

He said: "Next year we see a reduc¬ 
tion in Twenty20 games and what I

Gills talk wide of 
the mark, insists 
free agent Flitney

ROSS Flitney admits he is surprised Gillingham 
have shown no interest in signing him following 
his decision to walk away from Dover Athletic. 

The goalkeeper has been in talks with several 
clubs after rejecting the offer of a new contract at 
Crabble, but quashed rumours linking him with 
a move to Priestfield and a reunion with Gills 
boss Andy Hessenthaler. 

Brought to Dover by Hessenthaler in January, 
2010, Flitney established himself as the Whites 
first-choice stopper and kept the jersey when 
Martin Hayes took over last summer. However, 
the stopper revealed the offer to stay with the 
club next season had simply not been lucrative 
enough to justify the two-hour commute from 
his Stevenage home to training and games. 

“From my point of view, the offer I had from 
Dover wasn’t right,” he said. “I needed more 
with the travelling I was doing. It wasn’t in my 
mind at all to leave. 

“I had a figure in my head which I’d have been 
happy to accept, but it wasn’t met and that real¬ 
ly pushed the issue towards me not being able to 
stay. I love the club and I wasn’t asking for any 
more than I’d been on for the last 18 months, 
but they couldn’t meet it for X, Y and Z reasons. 

“I’m talking to a few different clubs, trying to 
keep my options open for the minute. I’ve not 
spoken to Gillingham at all, though. I know 
Lance [Cronin] and the Gills lot and part of me 
thought I would have had a call from Andy, but 
I’ve had no contact with them.” 

Flitney, 27, has previous Football League ex¬ 
perience with Barnet, Brighton & Hove Albion 
and Doncaster Rovers. 

“Although eager to return to the professional 
game one day, the prospect of playing Confer¬ 
ence football closer to home next season is one 
he’s willing to entertain, having enjoyed his time 


at Crabble under both Hessenthaler and Hayes. 

He said: “I’ve got no problems with Martin 
Hayes, we got on really well, and it was the same 
with [assistant] Paul Joynes. Martin has his own 
way of dealing with contracts, which is different 
to how Andy did it. 

“I’m sad not to be part of it because I made good 
friends there and I can’t fault anything at the club. 
The deal I was offered wasn’t right for me, but I 
wouldn’t rule out going back in the future. 

“Getting to training and games was a 300- 
mile round-trip. Over the course of the season, I 
missed two or three sessions because I was stuck 
in bad traffic and sometimes I’d be sitting in the 
car for four hours before training. I can’t do that 
any more. 

“Ever since I got released by Barnet, I’ve al¬ 
ways said my aim was to play League football 
again. Playing full-time, there’s more pressure, 
bigger teams, bigger rewards and bigger disap¬ 
pointments. If the opportunity came to get back 
in, I’d love to go for it. 

“There’s no reason why I couldn’t go full-time 
again. I’ve never had another job other than 
playing football and even in the last 18 months, 
it’s all I was ever doing. There was some coach¬ 
ing now and again but football’s my living. On 
the other hand, being part-time, being in non¬ 
league, there are still tough leagues as we found 
out last year when we came up slightly short.” 

Lee Hook, Flitney’s former deputy, has com¬ 
mitted himself to Dover for another season, 
although Hayes is actively searching to replace 
his outgoing stopper. As the summer transfer 
window kicks into top gear, Flitney is now wait¬ 
ing patiently for the phone to ring. 

“I’ve never contacted anyone, not since I’ve 
been playing,” he said. “It’s been nice because 
there’s always been offers and interest through¬ 
out my career. It’s lovely to be wanted, rather 
than go searching, but maybe I’ll come unstuck 
this summer, maybe I’ll have to search.”

Laurent Hamici, while 
Ian Pulman is heading 
from Whitstable Town 
to Eastbourne Borough.

Likely to leave Faver- 
sham for Horsham, 
where his brother Justin 
is now manager.

TONBRIDGE ANGELS 

Piper on his way out of Longmead but 
unlikely to move to Dover or Dartford 


TONBRIDGE Angels Look set to 
Lose Chris Piper this summer, 
but the midfielder is unlikely to 
move to another Kent club. 

Having joined Tonbridge Last 
October, Piper became an inte¬ 
gral part of Tommy WarriLow's 
side and missed only one game 
as the Angels went up via 
the Ryman Premier Division 
play-offs. 

The promotion was Piper's 
second in as many seasons, 
having skippered Croydon to 
the Ryman Division One South 
title 12 months earlier. His sig¬ 
nature had already been cov¬ 
eted elsewhere, even before 
Warrilow this week announced 


he had virtually given up hope 
of hanging onto Piper ahead of 
the Angels' debut Conference 
South campaign. 

"I don't think I can afford 
Pipes this year," he said. "I've 
got to be realistic, he’s got a 
young family and he's been 
offered fantastic deals else¬ 
where. He's got to think of his 
family and what's best for him. 

"These things happen and 
I've tried my best, but I've 
resigned myself to Losing him. 

"We are in a different ball¬ 
park now and we can't get 
caught up in what is going on 
around us. Chris Loves this 
club, he wants to stay, but 


needs must and we can't start 
robbing Peter to pay Paul." 

With Jon WaLLis having Left 
Dover Athletic to join Dartford 
Last month, Piper had been 
touted as a possible replace¬ 
ment at Crabble. 

However, Warrilow ques¬ 
tioned whether he would 
consider making the commute 
from his Bermondsey home to 
the south-east coast and felt 
a move to join the Darts was 
equally unlikely. 

"I don't think that's the case," 
he said. "It's not impossible but 
the two main clubs [interested 
in Piper] are in our League and 
they're closer to his home."

Hotseat vacant as 
Bird flies the nest 

BROMLEY are Looking for their third manager in 
six months after Hayden Bird resigned from the 
top job at Hayes Lane this week. 

Bird joined the Lillywhites as part of Mark 
Goldberg's backroom staff in January, 2010. 
When a row over player selection prompted 
Goldberg to quit a year Later, Bird stepped up to 
take charge of first-team affairs. 

However, he failed to resucitate Bromley's 
flagging play-off push, which had already begun 
to dip dramatically under Goldberg. 

Having topped Conference South in the early 
weeks of the season, they fell out of the promo¬ 
tion picture completely, with Bird gaining only 
five wins from his 20 League games as manager. 

A club statement said: "The board are in 
discussions with a couple of parties interested 
in investing in the club and will not be making an 
immediate decision on Hayden's replacement." 
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
